MILITIAMEN REFUSE TO GO OUT. 


Men Throw Down Their Rifles Rather 
than Fight the Citizens. 

Cotumsia, 8. C., March 30.—[Special. ]— 
Intense excitement prevails at the capital. 
The streets are jammed with people all talk- 
ing in anangry manner. The three local mili- 
tary companies ordered out have disbanded 
rather than go out to fight for the Governor. 
Upto 8 o’clock only two or three men ap- 
peared in uniform, and they wanted Tillman 
to go with them as Commander-in-Chief. The 
citizens declared that they would follow on 
another special train to protect the citizens 
of Darlington in their revolt against Till- 
man. The zouaves were drawn into line in 
their armory, their Captain explained every- 
thing to them. The roll was 
then called and each man with 
two or three exceptions stepped out and 
threw down his gun before he would obey or- 
ders from the Governor to take the field 
against the citizens. The action of the com- 
pany was received with the wildest applause 
from the crowd. ; 

The volunteers simply declined to hear 
their drum-roll, Only six turned up at the 
armory. Their Captain reported he could 
not collect his men. The Governor’s Guards 
went into their: armory to discuss the ques- 
tion. Adjutant-General Farley, the Colonel 
of the regiment, and others urged them to go 
out. For hours their decision hung in the 
balance. Bishop Capers of the Episcopal 
Church of South Carolina, an old veteran, ap- 
proached declaring he would throw down his 
commission as a General before he would go 
if called upon. Other old members of the 
company and officers of the active militia 
made ringing speeches urging the men nut to 
go. Fiually Capt. Bateman dashed down his 
commission, and the company disbanded. 
Meanwhile it was reported that the company 
had decided to go, and a mob of hundreds 
of people gathered in front of the armory, 
declaring they would take away the arms of 
the company before they should march out. 
The mob gave three groans for the Governor’s 
Guards and offered to tin pan them if they 
came out. But Capt. Bateman’s action turned 
the tide. When the announcement was made 
the cheers that rent the air were terrific. Over 
across the street on the balconies of a big 
building there were hundreds of ladies. They 
waved their handkerchiefs and cheered as 
loudly as the men. 


CHARLESTON TROOPS CALLED OUT. 


Gen. Huguenin’s Brigade Is Not Expected 
to Go to the Front. 

Cuar.eston, 8, C., March 30.—[Special. |— 
Gen. T. A. Huguenin, commanding the fourth 
brigade of State troops, has just received a 
telegram fron: Gov. Tillman stating that the 
militia at Daflington and Sumter are para- 
lyzed and ordering: Huguenin to proceed to 
Darlington at once with six companies of in- 
fantry. The order was received at 11 p. m. 
It is not probable that the troops will 
obey the orders of the Governor. Those of 
Columbia and other towns have already re- 
fused. The Fourth Brigade is the crack mili- 
tary organization of the State. Should they 


go they will beyond question fraternize with, 


the citizens. This brigade consists of four 


battalions of infantry, one battalion of artile@ 


lery, including a Gatling gun, and a squadron 
of cavalry. 


GOV. TILLMAN IN CUNSULTATION, 


Whisky Police and the Military Officials 
Discuss the Situ ‘tion. 

CotumsiA, 8. C., March 30.—|Special.}]— 
At midnight there were several members of 
the local force of spies at the Executive Man- 
sion and Judges Watts and Gary had just come 
in. Brig.-Gen. Richbourg was still in consul- 
tation with the Governor. There did not 
seem to be any indication of any one getting 
any rest during the night, and news 
from the seat of war was anxiously 
awaited. The people of Columbia are 
now quiet and have left the streets. The ex- 
citing events of tonight have aroused a feel 
ing throughout the State among the citizens 
which at the first sound of the bugle blast 
from the seat of war is liable to become a 
flame which will sweep everything before it. 
There seems to be no doubt that the people 
will succeed in running down the spies, and if 
they do every one of them wil’ be shot down 
like. dogs. 

When Gov. Tillman was visited late last 
night, after the mob had decided not to break 
open the dispensary and after local military 
companies had all disbanded, he was seated 
in his family circle at the mansion. Hedid not 
seem to appreciate the dangerous condition 
of things in Columbia. He was not in the 
least nervous, but on the contrary appeared to 
be pretty cool. When the matter of the 
resignations was meutioned to him he said he 
thought they were badly’ needed, When asked 
about the action of the local companies he 
said: ‘* They have missed their golden op- 
portunity to show that they realized the duties 
of citizen soldiers in upholding the law to 
which they are opposed.” 

Gov. Tillman continuing said: “I have 
just telegraphed to Gen. Huguenin that I 
want him to take six companies of the 
Charlestun militia and get to Darlington just 
as soon as possible. I have ordered a specia 
train for them over the Ndttheastern road 
and it is in readiness to carry them down. I 
have not yet heard from Gen. Huguenin. The 
Manuing Guards, the Sumter Light Infantry 
have notified me that they are ready to 
go. The special train which has been 
held here all evening has just gone (at 10:30 
o’cleck) to carry them to Darlington. They 
have been under arms since sundown. If I 
had known that these companijes here were 
going to fail me at the last moment I would 
have had them off earlier.’ : 

The Governor did not know when he was 
making the above statement that the Sumter 
company had followed the Columbia com- 
panies in refusing to go to Darlington. 

Gen. Farley was the only military officer of 
the State to accompany the train which left 
this tity. An engineer was found after some 
difficulty to take the train out. 


GOV, TILLMAN’S SIDE OF IT. 


Says He Called Out Troops Only to Restore 
Order. 

CotumBis, S. C.. March 80.—[Special.]—

worried and walked up and down the piazza.

ON THE RAGGED EDGE. 


WESTERN UNION AND BELL TELE- 
PHONE READY TO FIGHT. 


An Irrepressibie Conflict Which Has Thus 
Far Been Repressed=The Truce of Years 
Becomes Worn to Tatters by the Rav- 
ages of Inherent Antagonism—Interest- 
ing Relations 6f These Two Great Cor- 
porations to Each OthereWhy the Bar- 
gain Which Binds Them Is Irksome. 


The Western Union Telegraph company 
and the Bel] Telephone company are on the 
verge of a legal battle. Their community of 
interests has sustained a truce that has now 
become much worn by the ravages of in- 
herent antagonism. The whole network of 
sham harmony is threatened: with total col- 
lapse. It remains for time to reveal whether 
diplomacy can avert what promises to be the 
giant corporation struggle of the era. 

The present upheaval which has not yet 
taken definite shape is interwoven with the 
merged histories of the two concerns so in- 
tricately that any clear exposition requires a 
recital of the events that have led up to this 
impending climax. 

When the Bell company was yet an infant 
back in 1879 and was making its gigantic 
effort for monopoly it found itself confronted 
by patents claimed by the Western Union that 
threatened powerful rivalry. The shrewd 
managers of thie latter corporation early 
comprehended the possibilities of the tele- 
phone and had swallowed up a host of inven- 
tions by Edison and Gray that placed it ona 
safe fighting ground. I{s purpose was not to 
go into the business, bale hold ay »wer that 
could ward off any seriouS menace to its own 
special line. To bring the matter to an issue 
the more quickly the Western Union made a 
show of erecting a telephone circuit and pre- 
cipitated from Bell the suit 1t sought for in- 
fringement. 

The Famous Dowd Suit. 

This suit occupies a unique place in the 
telephone history of the country. It really 
formed the bond that brought the two com- 
panies together, and yet in its results it was 
proven to have been a clever and far-reaching 
fraud. The suit was brought nominally 
against Peter A. Dowd in Boston, who was 
the telephone figurehead .of the Western 
Union. In its early stages the strength of the 
defendant in its claims to telephone patents 
was demonstrated to be beyond general ex- 
pectation. The Bell people, moreover, sur- 
rounded by a thousand dangers in the legal 
field, were glad to make overtures for com- 
promise and obtain a powerful ally. if possi- 
ble, even at the expense of a curtailment of 
some of their revenue. These overtures were 
accepted and the famous contract between the 
two companies was made, but this did not 
end the suit. Even when their interests had 
been united the show of hostility was kept up, 
and the Bell company was able tosecurea 
decree against its ally in the guise of an 
enemy that was of far-reaching value in aid- 
ing resistance to any further attacks on its 
broadening preserves. 

The contract in question, however, was a 
bitter pill’ fer the telephone corporation to 
swallow. The terms among other things in- 
cluded the payment of 20 per cent of the 
profits of the company to the Western Union 
as long as Bell’s various patents should hold. 
These patents were.not only the general 
patent and the others that have recently ex- 
pired, but many on improvements that prac- 
tically preserved the monopoly and that have 
still several years. te run. The telephone 
company moreover bound itself notin any 
way to interfere with the telegraph business 
of its ally, receiving a similar concession in 
return. | 

The surrender of this fifth part of the rev- 
enue was not so irksome at the beginning, as 
the young company was in need of a powerful 
assistant, and was still beset, though vaguely, 
by the danger of losing all.its rights. Draw- 
baugh had proved a nettlesome thorn in the 
side that would not yield even toa Supreme 

ourt decision, and with this ax still over its 
head the telephone company felt its condition 
was precarious. It grew in power so rapidly, 
however, and shook off all antagonists with so 
great ease that as the years passed it began to 
dream of trying conclusions: with the power 
that drained from its coffers every year so 
large a part of its profits. 

These evidences of confidence in itself made 
their first appearance a few years ago when 
the long-distance telephone service first be- 
gan to be perfected. ‘Lhis was really an in- 
fringement of the spirit of the contract with 
the Western Union and both companies knew 
it. The Western Union saw with solicitude 
the bold bid for public patronage for service 
between cities, and at once realized the men- 
ace of future rivalry in the miles of wire that 
were stretched throughout the country. A pro- 
test was made at the time, but as the letter of 
the contract was not violated it availed noth- 
ing as a deterrent and the work was pushed. 

Fight Breaks Out in Court, 

During this time hundreds of subcompanies 
began to spring up in various cities, large 
and small, and of each the Bell company took 
the control of stock in exchange for the use 
of instruments. When the profits. of these 
companies began to pour in they staid in the 
Bell company strong box and none got away 
to the Western Union. This fact soon became 
known and occasioned the first real open split 
between the two companies. The Western 
Union sued for its share in these profits, which 
amounted at the time to several«nillions. 
The Bell company resisted on the ground that 
these particular profits. were not included in 
the intent of the original contract. The West- 
ern Union won this suit and strengthened its 
hold on the swelling treasury of the telephone 
company. | 

The Bell contingent was not ready yet for 
a final defiance, but the climax of discontent 
was reached recently when the last of the 
patents expired by which the Western Union 
was able in the first place to bring the tele- 
phone company to terms. The Bell people 
now find themselves bound to pay away this 
tremendous toll amounting to millions an- 
nually when they have ceased to get any- 
thing in return. They have refrained from 
permitting this restiveness to grow too ap- 
parent until they were able to make a per- 
fect attack. They have now reached that 
point. The fear of exclusive rivairy has 
passed with the lapse of the Western Union 
patents. No further protection is possible 
from this source. QOn‘the other hand the 


F telephone company’s business has developed 


into a direct menace to the Western Union. 
This change in position emphasizes the dis- 
content of the Bell people and strengthens 
their belief that the Western Union has now 
a more legitimate cause to pay toll than re. 
ceive it. 

In general terms these facts are the deter. 
mining features of the prospective fight. 
They have been working out for years with 
frequent rumblings and occasional outbreaks, 
yet admirably cloaked from public gaze by a 
show of harmony. An attorney who has been 
closely allied from the beginning with the two 
corporations and who explained the situation 
to a reporter for Tuz Tripune added his be. 
lief that the crash would come within a few 
months. 

The extreme reticence of both parties, from 
neither of which a leak as to intentions is pos- 
sible, precludes any absolute assurances as to 
the ultimate course they will take. The im- 
mense interests involved have kept alive the 
antagonism even while they kept it suppressed. 
Each corporation has grown in power during 
the existence wf the armistice and each has 
been distrustful from the first. If these forces 
come in open conflict, as seems inevitable, it 
is difficult to estimate the extent of the war or

The delegates will meet here again 
April 26 to endeavor to form a separate 
political party with the aid of the Federation 
of Labor and the Trades Assembly.

“ RBICKETY DAN” MUST SERVE HISTERM. 


Appeal inthe Celebrated Newby Case Dis- 
missed by the Supreme Court. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 30,.—[Special. | 
—The sentence of the District Court in the 
case of ** Rickety Dan” Benton,, alias Will- 
iam Newby, was practically affirmed in the 
Supreme Court today by the dismissal of the 
appeal. The case came up frcm Springfield 
on various allegations of error, and was pre- 
sented several months ago. Today it was 
reached on the docket and dismissed, there 
being no grounds in the opinion of the court 
for entertaining the appeal. This enda Ben- 
ton’s chances of getting out of prison, to 
which he was sentenced as a result of the trial 
brought against him foran attempt to de- 
fraud the government. Bentan claimed to be 
‘* Bill ’’ Newby, who had $20,000 due him as 
back pension for injuries received at Shiloh, 
and he organized a conspiracy to collect this 
sum. Qn the trialof the case in the United 
States court at Springfield, IIl., in July, 1893, 
he was found guilty of a conspiracy to defraud 
the government. His case was appealed, but 
he has now been defeated in the court of last 
resort.

Alt- 
geld returns from Biloxi, Miss. 

Mr. Kirk, until informed to the contrary 
last night by a reporter for Tur Trisung, be- 
liéved his resignation had been accepted, He 
received a letter from Private Secretary Dose 
acknowledging the receipt of it and he 
looked on that as ‘an acceptance. Taking 
that view of the case he had not. at- 
tended the last meeting of the Lincoln Park 
Board.

BARRY, ILL., NEARLY WIPED OUT BY FIRE 


Four Blocks of Buildings tn Ashes=$200,- 
000 Damage Done. 

Hannrpau, Mo:, March 30.—(|Special.}— 
The Town of Barry, in Pike County, Ill., was 
almost wiped out this morning by a destruc- 
tive fire. The flames broke out in the opera- 
house about 4 o’clock and soon spread to the 
adjoining buildings. The city authorities tel- 
egraphed to Mayor Chamberlain of Hannibal 
for assistance and he dispatched the Hanni- 
bal fire department to Barry ona special 
train, the distance being twenty miles. In 
the meantime the fire leaped from building 
to building, and very soon. four entire 
blocks of the heart of the city were 
reduced to ashes. On the arrival of the Han- 
nibal fire department it was found there was 
no water, and the citizens had to stand idly 
by while the fine buildings were swept away 
by the flames. There were thirteen business- 
houses and about twenty residences burned, 
including all the best portion of the city. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000, with about 
$100,000 insurance. It is hardly probable 
that the burned district will be rebuilt.

FAILURE OF KAIN-MAKING SCHEMES, 


Secretary Morton Says It Would Not Pay 
Warmers to Make Experiments. 

Wasurneron, D. C., March 30.—[ Special. ] 
—Secretary Morton looks on ex-Senator Far- 
well’s rain-producing experiments just as dis- 
trustfully as Jerry Rusk did. Uncle Jerry 
used the money which Congress forced on 
him for the experiments, though his opinions 
were not favorable to the scheme. He was in 
the habit of telling, with a good deal of relish, 
his woes with the scientists who went down to 
Texas to make the experiments. One day rain 
actually did fall, but the scientists had all 
forgotten their rain gauges.; There was 
no way of telling the amount o precipitagjon 
until a ranchman picked up an old cow horn 
and stuck it in the ground. The scientists 
were thereby enabied to report that on one 
particular day three-quarters of an inch of 
rain was precipitated. It turned out after- 
ward the rain fell before the cannons 
which were to produce it were fired off. 

Secretary Morton has prepared a circular 
which is now being sent in response to all 
such inquiries, stating that the prospects of 
the ultimate success in rain-making is not suf- 
ficiently bright to justify farmers in conduct- 
ing experiments. The circular concludes: 

The bombardment of the skies for ,water, as 
carried on by this department under the special 
appropriations made by Congress for this pur- 
pose, did not produce results calculated to in- 
spire the hope that any method of concussion 
can be made commercially successful in precipi- 
tating the moisture from the clouds. 

It was first attempted by the government 
officials to produce rain by sendmg up bal- 
loons filled with high explosives, which were 
discharged at a high altitude. The first bal- 
loon was exploded in a field at Piny Branch 
June 22, 1891, with a terrific report, which 
was heard over the entire District of Colum- 
bia and resulted in a flood of protests to the 
department’against a repetition. No rain ré- 
suited, and the base of operations was trans- 
ferred to the ranch of Nelson Morris, the 
Chicago beef pac in Texas, where mid- 

aseous explo fons, electric kites, ground 
xplosious of dyrfamite, with theaid of addi- 
tional expensive /Pxperiments were conducted, 
but while in son/e instances rain followed it 
was often attribjited to natural causes.

SPEAKER 0. F. ORISP REFUSES THE 
GEORGIA SENATORSHIP, 


—EE 


Party Considerations Compel Him to BRe- 
tain His Present Position—A Fight for 
the, Gavel at This Juncture Would 
Arouse Sach Animosities That the 
Democrats Could Not Carry Out Pro- 
jected Legislation—Warner’s Battle with 
the Sugar Trist-Bland’s Veto Contest. 


Wasuixcton, D. C., March 30.—[Special. ] 
—Speaker Crisp declines Gov. Northen’s prof- 
fer of appointment as Senator from Georgia. 
He will not desert the mob which calls itself 
the Democratic majority in the House of 
Representatives and which chose him as its 
Presiding Officer. His declination was con- 
veyed to the Governor in a telegram tonight. 
In it he makes it plain that he will be a can- 
didate for Senator for the fuil term, but party 
considerations prevent him from giving up 
the office of Speaker now. He is going to 
stay right in the chair in obedience to the de- 
mand of his colleagues that he stay at the post 
of duty until the Democratic pledges of leg- 
islation are redeemed. 

Under existing circumstances neither Mr. 
Crisp nor the discordant factions of the 
Democratic party could afford to enter upon 
the election of a new Speaker. It would have 
opened such a wide chasm and would have 
precipitated such a bitter fight that there 
would be few Democrats 'eft to tell the tale 
in the next Congress. Farmer Hatch, Mc- 
Millin of Tennessee, Bynum. and Springer 
would have offered themselves as sacrifices 
on the altar of duty and all would have come 
outas anti-administration silver candidates 
for Speaker. In the énd Farmer Hatch would 
have won. However, since Mr. Crisp will 
continue to occupy the Speaker’s chair it isn’t 
necessary to speculate on these things further. 

Northen’s Action Ill- Advised. 

Gov. Northen’s action in offering the ap- 
pointment to Speaker Crisp is looked upon as 
ill-advised. This morning it was said that it 
was his answer to Cleveland’s veto message. 


- Later word from Georgia was that the Gov- 


ernor could not secure the full term Senator- 
ship for himself, and had therefore decided to 
appoint Mr. Crisp to the vacancy, with the 
idea that the Speaker, would sueceed “himself 
at the end of the late Senator Colquitt’s 


term. 

During the day the Speaker received many 
telegrams from his friends at home, urging 
him to accept. They all thought he was sure 
of the full term and they believed his appoint- 
ment would materially clear up the muddled 
politics of the State. The Georgians, how- 
ever, were in no position to understand the 
Congréssional situation in Washington. Mr. 
Crisp’s party associates understood it and 
they were unanimous in telling him that he 
could not afford to exchange the Speakership 
for a place in the Senate at the time when his 
party was in the direst distress. 

The paper which most of the Democratic 
members signed begged the Speaker to re- 
main because of many complimentary rea- 
sons, but back of this was a feeling that for 
him to leave the. Speaker’s chair now would 
be an act of cowardice which would destroy 
his reputation. A few of the. Democratic 
members declined to sign on the ground that 
it was purely a personal matter with Mr 
Crisp. : 

Holds Many Consultations. 

His own impulse was from the beginning. 
against accepting the Senatorship, but he did 
not give out his decision until after full con- 
sultation with leading Deiwocrats in Con- 
gress. The Georgians here are divided in 
their opinion as to the outcome of the 
Speaker’s declination. Some think that it 
will increase his chances for the full term, 
while others say that Mr. Crisp, having had 
his turn, will now have to give way to other 
ambitious Democrats. There being no possi- 
bility of a\' Democratic majority in the next 
House, the present is his last term as 
Speaker. 

{Gen. John C. Black at his rooms in the Palmer 
yesterday said of the offer of the Sevatorship to 
Speaker Crisp: “The Speaker is well worthy 
the high recognition bestowed upon him by the 
Governor of Georgia. During his career as 
Speaker he has made an enviable record, and 
every member of the House will regret to lose 
his valuable aid and counsel should he accept 
the appointment. By his uniform courtesy, 
suavity, firmness, and ability he has éndeared 
himself toall. There is no doubt‘ thatif Mr. 
Crisp accepts the appointment he will become a 
factor in the Senate. He is a man-of positive 
opinions, and has been selected because he can 
be relied upon to represent the sentiments of his 
State. He was undoubtedly selected because he 
stands for the wider use of silver, and I suppose 
he will take front rank in the financial legisla- 
tion in the Senate.”"} °¢ 


' WARNER’S FIGHT ON SUGAR GANG. 


Should Receive No Concessions. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 30.—[Special. ] 

,.—A batch of pamphlets were stacked up in 
front of the Senate Finance committee-room 
today. They related to the sugar tariffs and 
the sugar trust, andJohn De Witt Warner, the 
New York Representative, appeared as the 
distributor. Within the committee-room the 
Democratic Senators were arranging the de- 
tails for opening the tariff debate next week. 
Mr. Warner’s pamphlet is going to play a 
part in the tariff debate. Warner has brought 
together a great amount of useful informa- 
tion in regard to sugar refining, its cost, the 
extent of foreign competition, ‘and various 
other things. He also gives the facts about 
the sugar trust and its enormous profits, an- 
ulyzing the statements put forward by the 
trust magnates themselves. A _ collection of 
newspaper extracts shows how the proposed 
concession to the trust is repudiated by pub- 
lic sentiment. 

It is distressing to the Democratic Senators 
to have a member of the House come 
over to their own side to renew the fight which 
was waged successfully in the House against 
the trust. They realize that some sort of an 
apology must be put forth for the favoritism 
they have shown the Havemeyers, yet there is 
an unwillingness on the part of each individ. 
ual to undertake the work of defense. Sena. 
tor McPherson has already given notice that 
he will offer a substitute for the committee's 
sugar schedule. Jones of Arkansas professes 
to favor a duty merely to protect the Louisi. 
ana planters, while Vest takes to himself the 
credit of looking out for the interest of the 
consumer. Chairman Voorhees is known 
chiefly for his denunciation of any tax on 
sugar. Under these circumstances the Demo- 
crats on the Finance committee will perhaps 
have to draw lots to determine who shall un- 
re the odious work.

FOR A NATIONAL PARK AT SHILOH. 
Gen. Henderson Offers a Bill to Improve 
the Famous Battlefield. 


Wasuinqron, D. C., March 30.—[Special.] 
—Gen. Henderson of Iowa is interested in es- 
tablishing another national park, and with 
that end in view has introduced a bill, of 


which the following is a copy: 

In order that the armies of the Southwest 
which served.in the civil war, like their com- 
rades of the Eastern armies at Gettysburg and 
those of the Central West at Chickamauga. may 
have the history of one of their memorable batties 
presaeced on the ground where they fought, the 

attlefield of Shiloh, in the State of Tennessee, 
is hereby decla to be a national military park 
whenever title to the same shail have been ac- 
apinee by the United States and jurisdiction over 
the lands and roads of the same shall« have been 

uaranteed to the United States by the State of 

ennessee, containing 8,000 acres more or less, 
and the area inclosed shall be known as the 
Shiloh National Military Park. Establishment 
of the park shall be carried forward under the 
control and direction of the Secretary of War, 
who upon the passage of this act shall proceed to 
acquire title to the same. He is authorized to 
enter into agreements whereby he may lease 
upon such terms as he may prescribe with sach 
present owners or tenants of the land as may de- 
siro to remain upon it, to occupy and cultivate 
their present holdings upon condition that they 
will preserve the present buildings and roads. 
and the present outlines of field and forest, and 
that they will only cut trees or underbrush under 
such regulations as the Secretary may prescribe, 
and that they will assist in caring for and pro- 
tecting all tablets, monuments, or such other 
artificial work as may in time be erected by 
proper authority. Its affairs shall be subject to 
the supervision and direction of the Secretary of 
War, be in charge of three Commissioners to 
appointed by the Secretary of War, each of 
whom shall have served at the time 
of the battle in one of the armies en- 
gaged therein, one of whom shall*have served 
in the Army of the Tennessee commanded by Gen. 
U. 5. Grant, wi shall be Chairman of the coni- 
mission; one in the Army of the Ohio com- 
manded by Gen. D. C. Buell, and one in the Arm 
of the Mississippi commanded by Gen. A. 5. 
Johnson. It shali be lawful for any State that 
had troops engaged in the battle of Shiloh to 
enter upon the lands of the park for the purpose 
of ascertaining and marking the lines of battie 
of its troops engaged therein. To enable the 
Secretary of War to carry out the purpose of this 
act, including the condemnation or purchase of 
the necessary land marking the boundaries of the 
park, opening or repairing necessary for restor- 
ing the field to its condition at the time of the 
battle, $150,000 is appropriated. 

Capt. J. C.. McElroy of the Ohio Chica- 
mauga Commission has submitted to the Na- 
tiona!l Military Park Commission, for the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War, designs for 
fifty-five monuments to the regiments and 
batteries of that State upon the field of Chick- 
amauga. These have been approved by As- 
sistant Secretary Doe. The designs are the 
result of active competition on the part of the 
most noted workers in granite and bronze, 
and, as a result, some of the best effects’ yet 
produced in military monuments have been 
reached. The average costof the nmenuments 
will be $1,900, exclusive of foundations. The 
contracts will cali for erection on the field 
before Sept. 15 next. The State of Minnesota 
will have its five monuments—one of which is 
to cost $6,000—in position at the same time. 
Twenty-one State commissions are now co- 
operating with National Commission in 
locating the fighting positions throughout the 
National Park for the ,five days’ of battle 
within its limits. 


MORE CHANGES IN THE TARIFF BILL. 


New York Importers and Others Securing 
Verbal and Other Alterations. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 30.—The tariff 
subcommittee of the Senate Finance commit- 
tee was in session for about four hours today. 
The committee had up various changes in the 
bill suggested as necessary. Since the bill 
was submitted-to the Senate and made public 
persons whose interests are affected by the 
bill have taken exceptions to some of the pro- 
visions and have attempted to show that 
the wording in some instances is nvot what 
the committee intended, and have in some 
cases succeeded in getting the ears ot the 
members of the committee to the extent of 
prevailing upon them to consider the sugges- 
tions made. An instance of this kind occurred 
yesterday when the Democratic members 
were visited by a delegation of New York im- 
porters, who compiained that some of the 
administrative features of the bill as reported 
by the committee would work a hardship, 
and asked that alterations be made. These 
matters and others have been under considera- 
tion by the subcommittee who are using 
every endeavor to get into shape any amend. 
ments they may want to offer before the bill 
is taken up in the Senate. The committee de- 
cided upon several amendments today which 
it will propose Monday, one of which is of 
considerable importance to importers, It is 
proposed by thisamendment to restore the 
portion of the administrative part of the pres- 
ent law regarding undervaluations. The law 
now gives a margin of 10 per cent under the 
valuations of appraisers without requiring a 
penalty. The bill as it now stands requires a 
penalty for any undervaluation. Another 
amendment to the administrative part of 
the bill restores the provision of the House 
bill as to hearings before the Board of Ap.- 
praisers, which was struck out by the Senate 
committee. The committee also agreed to 
ask that the bill be amended so as to put 
bananas, pineapples, and canned shellfish, 
together with the cans, on the free list. 


IDAHO’S AWFUL SNOW AVALANCHES, 


There May Have Been Fourteen Persons 
Killed=Searching for Bodies. 

Wautuace, Idaho, March 30.—Three fam- 
ilies, consisting altogether of twelve to four- 
teen persons, were mangled beneath thousands 
of tons of snow in the snowslides yesterday, 
and any possibility of their being 
rescued alive is out of the question.

A section of 
snow 300 feet in length, near Black Bear 
mine, became detached and started down the 
mountain side. Hefore the inhabitant of the 
cabins in the path of the slide could flee the 
avalanche was upon them. Two fam- 
ilies whose names are not known, 
together with their homes, were caught 
and buried out of sight at the bottom of the 
cafion. Others unaccounted for are also be- 
lieved to have been killed. ‘Soon after the 
first slide took place another avalanche oc- 
curred further up the cafion, near Burke. A 
family named Chilson, consisting of father, 
mother. and three children, heard the 
avalanche coming. Picking up the children 
the frantic parents attempted to flee to a 
place of safety, but before they had gone fifty 
yards they were overtaken by the mass of 
snow and crushed to death.

Q.—During the three years she was there were 
there any improper relations between you and 
the plaintiff? A.—There were. 

Q.—The plaintiff has said that there was never 
any suggestion on your part'that your relations 
should be broken off? A.—From November, 1885, 
to Jnly, 1887, there were no improper relations 
between us, althouzh I was supporting her. I 
frequently said to her as earnestly as I knew how 
that the relations between us renter / only result in 
— scandal and perhaps destruction of us 

»th ; that her eharacter. her lack of self-control, 
her temper were such that some day there must 
come an exposure, Il urged her to go anywhere 
where she could study. offering to pay

Several times I thonght she had agreed to 
go, once to Cambridge. She was there some time 
and left against my will, Some of our interviews 
were more excessively unpleasant than words can 
describe. She would come to me at the Capitol 
in my committee room, declare that she was not 
going to leave, that she was going to have the 
support owing to her. I suppose at times I be- 
came excessively angry and said things that were 
hard and bitter. I knew thatthe only aiterna- 
tive was submission or the destruction of those 
whose lives depended on me, and let it go on, 
hoping that tomorrow would bring a solution of 
the problem. 


Col. Breckinridge testified that he had never 


never submitted manuscripts of his speeches, 
lectures. or magazine articles to her, or ad- 
vised with her on the tenor of them. ‘‘ There 
was never but one human being who ever ad- 
vised with*me in any way concerning my 
lectures from the time I began to speak and 
lecture down to eighteen months ago, and 
that person was not Miss Pollard.”’ Col. 
Breckinridge was referring to his wife and his 
munner was most impressive. 


Denies He Knew of Rosell. 


Col. Breckinridge denied he was concealed 
in the room when Miss Pollard broke her en- 
gagement with Rosell, explaining that he had 
never been in Miss Hoyt’s house during the 
spring in question. nor had he known of the 
existence of Rosell until he saw the Wessie 
Brown letter. The applications of Miss 
Pollard for positions in the civil service were 
identified by the defendant. The first one, 
for the examination taken in Cincinnati in 
1887, did not bear his indorsement, and he 
said it wasa surprise to him. There was 
another application in December, 1888, and 
a third in November, 1890, both indorsed by 
him. In reference to a conversation between 
the defendant and Mr. Rhodes in regard to 
the plaintiff the witness said: 

I met Mr. Rhodes at an election booth and Mr. 
Rhodes alluded to the plaintiff and said he 
would like to talk with me about her and we’ 
walked to my office. He said tome that he was’ 
interested in the plamtiff: that. he had had an 
agreement with her by which he was to educate 
her—to support her during this time—-and then 
she was to marry him: that her expenses had em- 
barrassed him. Itold him I had seen her and 
that she had told me substantially of the same 
agreement, and that she had not expressed any 
particular desire to marry him, but had spoken 
of her gratitude and of her respect for him. He 
said that he wanted to marry her and intended 
to marry her, for he was much in love with her. 
During the course of the conversation, which 
was quite long, he said that*he ought to marry 
her-—not only that he wanted to marry her,. but 
that he ought to do so; that things had happened 
which made it necessary for him to marry her, 
and that he intended to do so, but that she 
seeined to have taken a dislike to him. He want- 
ed me to tell him what he should do to bring 
about that marriage. 

The witness denied that he had related this 
eénversation to Miss Poliard at the time, but 
said that he subsequently did so, and in an- 
swer to another question much of his former 
statement was repeated and before he had 
finished Miss Poliard broke forth, sobbing, 
and exclaimed: “That isnot true. Why 
can’t he tell the truth about something?’’

The 
testimony then drifted into the circumstances 
and conversations concerning the efforts of 
the defendant to induce the plaintiff to leave 
the city to prevent the scandal aad her tale of 
women talking about her. °“ She told me 
afterwards that she had gone to Mrs. Black- 
burn; that Mrs. Blackburn had found that 
the charges did not affect the chastity of the 

laintiff; that she was charged with 
being an adventuress; she insisted that I must 
o to Mra. apakbuen and tell Mrs. Blackburn 
the relations between us were such that 

Mrs. Biackburn must stand by her.” 

Col. Breckinridge dented that he had ever 
sent a message to Mrs. Blackburn by the 
plaintiff, and asserted that he had positively 
refused to have anything to say to Mrs. Black- 
burn in the inatter. 

On several occasions the witness said the 
plaintiff had declared her intention to commit 
suicide. She had once said. to the witness 
that if he did not help her out in the matter 
she did not intend to let him live, that she 
did not intend to bear the disgrace alone. 
one of these conversations When she had ap- 
parently consented to go away, she got up 
and went into the library and came back 
shortly and pointed a pistol at him, threaten- 
ing to kill him. By strategy he had been able 
to take itaway from her. It was the same 
weapon with which she attempted his life in 
New York. 

Interviews with Mrs, Blackburn. 


Referring te his interview with Mrs. Black- 
burn regarding the scandal against Miss Pol- 
lard he said ‘it differed from Mrs. Blackburn’s, 
He thought she had opened the interview by 
saying she did not know what Miss 
Pollard had wanted him to call for. 
He told Mrs. Blackburn to urge 
her to go away, which that lady had promisea 
todo, He supposed when he left Washington 
March 13, 1893. that their relations had end- 
ed, that Miss Pollard was going away to 
study. Later in March he had met her in Cin- 
cinnati in response to a telegram from her, 
She told him that she had been obliged under 
Mrs. Blackburn’s cross-examination to repre- 
sent that she was engaged to him. Under her 
importunities he promised to keep his mouth 
shut if she would leave the city.’ Return- 
ing to Washington March $81 he re- 
ceived a call from Miss VPollard before 
breakfast. He said: ‘I agreed tnen that if 
she would go away I would put myself in the 
power of the piaintiff ana Mrs. Blackburn 
and pretend there was an engagement.”’ 

‘* May I interpose at this point?’ suggest- 
ed Mr. Wilson, and he went on to say that 
there had been no plea of coercion putin by 
the defense. The reply by Mr. Butterworth 
was that there had been no agreement, but 
only the semblance of ove, to ‘preserve which 
was of more vaiue than life, under a com- 
pulsion as effectual as a loaded pistol. 

‘*T said that there must be no misunder- 
standing between us,’’ continued the Colonel 
when the lawyers had subsided; * reminded 
her that from the first I had said there could 
be no warriage. I reminded her that she had 
not come to me a maiden.”’ 

Col. Breckinridge gave his version of the 
visit to Mrs. Biackburn. Miss Pollard had 

one up to Mrs. Biackburn’s apartments and 
he found her waiting outside... She said 
that Mrs. Blackburn wanted witness to 
confirm what she (Miss Pollard) had, just 
told her. Witness said to .Mrs. Blackburn 
that she had been extremely kind, but in her 
distress he had offered the protection of his 
name, and that he was grateful to Mrs. Black- 
burn for what she had done. 

Mrs. Blackburn said what she had done had 
been done out of a spirit of friendship fer an 
unprotected Kentucky girl. Mrs. Blackburn 
said that this had been a great surprise to her 
and she could searcely credit it, and .did noi 
know whether she should congratulate him ur 
not. .To this he had responded nothing, 
simply acknowledging it with a bow, and ina 
few minutes he arose, and he and the plaintiff 
left the house. He continued: 

[hadat least two more interviews with Mrs. 
Blackburn before I left for Kentucky. 1 urged 
Mrs. Blackburn to unite with meio urging the 
plaintiff to leave town. She promised and agreed 
with me,,and said that unless one or the other of 
ns ‘went there would be a scandal and 
her friendship must cease, Afterwards she 
told me shoe had spoken to the plaint- 
iff and that the piaintiff said so also. 

Biackburn said one or the other shouid 
leave.

COLD WEATHER CUTS DOWN FRUIT, 


As a Result Prices in this City Are Ex- 
pected to Be High Condition of Crops. 
The indications are that Chicagu will have 

to pay high prices for fruits this spring and 

summer owing to their scarcity, and that early 
garden truck will come high for the same 
reason, Authentic newsof damage done by 
the recent cold snap in the fruit and early 
vegetable growing districts was received 
by South Water street firms yester- 
day. Advices received earlier in the week 
were uncertain because the extent of the 
harm done could not be known till warmer 
weather thawed the stuff out. From all parts 
of the South reports say that nearly all early 
vegetables are killed and a new growth must 
be depended on for future use. The warm 
season having opened nearly a month. earlier 
than usual fruit 2rops were well advanced. 

Up to the beginnimg of the week Texas and 

Louisiana were shippmg strawbrries and 

now the vines are frozen in tne Gelds. 

Arkansas and Mississippi trees were in 

full bloom or fruit-set, yet the frost 

was severe enough to freeze the 
fruit, while Missouri, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky have all their blooms killed. 

Lotterhos & Co. of Crystal Springs, Miss., 
advised Barnett Bros. of South Water street 
yesterday as follows: 

The mercury is down to 24° and nearly every- 
thing exposed is killed. We fear that the fruit 
crop is a total loss. If any pea@hes are left they 
are few in numer. Strawberries are badly hurt 
and will be moge so later. Tomatoes being un- 
der cover are hot much damaged. One-third of 
the pea crop is lost. All the beans are killed, 
— everything in the shape of green truck is set 

ack. 

A. T. Horine of Gadsden, Tex., said: 

Fully one-half of the strawberry crop.is killed. 
All tree fruit seems to have been cut off. The 
ice be from one-half to three-fourths of an inch 
thick. 

J. Pelly of Anna, ILL, stated that the indi- 
cations were that little fruit would be left, 
while D. J, Dillow of Dongola, Ill., said that 
all the fruit was killed excepting grapes. Ad- 
vicea from the Michigan fruit belt were to the 
effect that the damage was small, 


Kansas Wheat Belt but Little Injured. 

Arcuison, Kas., March 30.—The Superintend- 
ent of the Missouri Pacific at this point today 
received reports concerning the wheat from every 
station in Western Kansas and Eastern Nebraska.

Usefulness of Coxey’s Agent There Im- 
paired by an Attack of Mumps=—Fine 
Weather and Good Roads from’ Colum- 
biana Eastward—Marshal Smith Formu- 
lates Strict Regulations — Sumptuous 
Lunch at New WaterfordCoxey’s Mil- 
waukee Lieutenant in Jail. 


East Paresrine, 0., March 30.—[Special., ] 
—Coxey’s army struck a.case of the mumps, 
its first reverse, today. After a day of 
triumphs, of brass b delegations, and 
feasting it has been pointedly, coldly turned 
down by the little Town of East Palestine. 
Coxey rode into town with a winning, ex- 
pansive smile, his hand ready to his hat brim. 
But the smile faded, the hat never came off. 
East Pales;ine isacold town. It has heard 
of Coxey from afar; likewise of Carl Browne. 
For the pair and their army East Palestine 
has no use, and with Ohio bluntness 
it showed it. Not a solitary cheer did 
the commonweal get, not a loaf of bread nor 
atrussof straw has been givenit. Not a 
single recruit has joined here, and it was only 
after scratching gravel vigorously for two 
solid hours that Coxey’s tourists got permis- 
sion to pitch their tents in the town. The 
army lays itall atthe door of E. J. Roberts 
of this town. E. J, Roberts is the lone Popu- 
list of the town, and he has the mumps. 
Roberts, it appears, was expected to raise en- 


thusiasm and drum up contributions for the. 


commonweal. Instead he caught the mumps. 
Since then his principal anxiety has been’ 
centered ip the proper adjustment of a 
of red flannel, and he is said to have remdr 
that Coxey’s commonweal could go to Texas 
for all he cared. 

East Palestine on the Defensive. 

The army’s would-be triumphant entry into 
the town was a painful fizzle. As it came in 
sight with its weird bugle calls floating ahead 
the unoccupied people of East Palestine saun- 
tered to their doors and looked out. When 
thearmy passed they yawned and stolidly 
sauntered back again. One dejected dog and 
a traveling faker selling bogus Coxey badges 
followed the army to its camping ground. 
Tonight East Palestine is onthe defensive, 
An extra force of fifteen constables has been 
enrolled, and the saloonkeepers have entered 
into an agreement not to sell liquor to Coxey 
men. Besides the derelict conduvt of the man 
who caught the mumps the closing sentence 
of this notice may have something to do with 
it. It is addressed to the people of the vicin- 
ity, was written by Curi Browne, and has been 
extensively posted. It reads: 

**As you are all aware the commonweal 
army is marching to Washington and will 
camp in yourtown for dinner March 30. 
Owing tothe severe weather and the great 
number of new recruits joining our standard 
our commissary is running very low and we 
require you to furnish us with biankets and 
provisions and not compel us to do as our 
Savior did when enhungered, plucked the 
corn and ate. Hoping you will look at this in 
the right light and not compel us to act on 
our motto, *God helps those who help them- 
seIves.’ Yours truly. 

** GENERAL COMMANDER.”’ 

This placard has been extensively criticised. 
It seems to have passed unnoticed in 
New Waterford, but here it has been 
much talked about, and the implied threat in 
the last paragraph has aroused the people of 
East Palestine. The Mayor of the town is 
strongly opposed to the army, and it was unly 
after great difficulty that the commonweal 
got permission to camp on the fair grounds. 
Even then it had to pay $5 for the privilege 
and has had to give the same amount for a 
hali to apeak in tonight, 

Cloudless Skies and Good Roads. 


All day long the army has marched under 
cloudless skies, over roads that were sur- 
prisingly clear from mud and snow. It has 
passed and cheered houses gayly decked with 
flags in its honor. It has been met by a dele- 
gation headed by a brass band and escorted 
into New Waterford by sixty of the Mount 
Hope College students carrying banners. 
Moreover it has been fed to repletion, but 
still the commonweal is not happy tonight. A 
January frost has succeeded the warm June 
welcome, and the officers and the army have 
icicles on them tonight. The day was a per- 
feet one. The snow had melted in the night. 
Two hundred men fell into line when Mar- 
shal Smith gave the order. The commonweal 
had again slept under a warm roof, had 
again had a square meal and it felt good, The 
procession was a full haif mile long as it 
moved through Columbiana’s street and 
halted in the merkét place. There it gave 
three cheers for Columbiana and a tiger 
Oklahoma Sam, whose home it is. “* O. K.”’ 
ishappy today He has got back his old co 
saddie for which he has been grieving for 
weeks, and today has been * larking ” his 
pony over every ditch he could find. There 
were .more men in line today than 
ever before, and they kept better order. 
If this army ever gets to Washington 
it will be due solely and entirely to the won- 
derful command exercised by the great * Un- 
known.’ Having got his men into a fair 
state of discipline he has proceeded further 
and inaugurated a system of punishment for 
infraction of discipline. His punishment is 
one that appeals very strongly to the mem- 
bers of the army. The principal rules are 
these: **Nomore ridmg on freight trains 
will be allowed hereafter. The whole army 
must march. Any one violating this rule 
will be discharged. Swearing or the use 
of obscene language will not be tolerated; 
group marshals will report any breach of this

wickshire and Montgomeryshire, 

Loypowx. March 30.—The result of the elec- 
tion for a member of Parliament to represent 
Berwickshire is a Liberal victory. The Liv. 
eral candidate, Mr. Tennant, received 2,722 
votes, and his opponent, C. B. Balfour, Con- 
servative, received 2,157 votes, a majority of 
567 for the Liberals. At the previous elec- 
tion the Rt.-Hon Edward Marjoribanks re- 
ceived 2,704 votes, a majority of 748 over 
Mr, Balfour. The vacancy in Berwickshire 
was caused by the elevation to the peerage of 
Marjoribanks upon the death of his father, 
Baron Tweedmouth. 

In Montgomeryshire the Liberals have also 
won a victory.

FINDS AGAINST SAGE. 


JURY SAYS HE MUST PAY WILLIAM 
R. LAIDLAW JR, $25,000. 


The Thrifty Millionaire's Shield from the 
Norcress Bomb Held to Have Been In- 
jured Enough to Merit Damages to That 
Extent@=New Trial Is Denied=—Eastern 
Passenger Pools Threatened with an 
Early Dissolution«The Lehigh Seems 
to Be Making Trouble—Gotham Notes. 


New York, March 30.—[Special. ]—Russell 
Sage’s bank account will be decreased by 
$25,000 at the end of the year in ali prob- 
ability. For thatamount a jury decided to- 
day he must pay to William R. Laidlaw Jr., 
who was in Mr, Sage’s officé Dec. 4, 1801, 
when bomb-thrower Norcross huried his bag 
of dynamite to the-floor. By this verdict the 
jury places itself on record as believing that 
Mr. Sage deliberately pulled Laidlaw before 
him in the hope that he would be a shield for 
himself, 

The trial. which was begun Monday, has 
aroused uhusual interest. It was the first 
case of the k which had ever engaged the 
attention of the courts and had once been dis- 
missed only to havea new trial ordered by 
the general term. Then the prominence of 
the defendant and the reputation and skill of 
the lawyers.on both sides were features which 
drew crowds to part two of the Supreme 
Court daily. When Judge Patterson ascend- 
ed the bench this morning it .was with the 
knowledge that the case would be given to 
the jury before adjournment. The knowl- 
edge that Joseph H, Choate would sum 
up for the plaintiff, and the anticipa- 
tion that he would be extremely 
persona! to the aged millionaire, had filled the 
court-room. Among the spectators were half 
adozen women. During the day Judge Les- 
lie W. Russell of the Supreme Court and 
Judge Peckham of the Court of Appeals came 
into court and sat on the bench with Judge 
Patterson. 

Young Frank Robertson, who was one of 
the sufferers by the explosion, was recalled to 
the stand, as Col. James wanted to hear some 
more about the drawing of a revulver by 
Norcross. Judge Patterson thought enough 
had been said on this point, however, 
Mr. Choate announced that the plaintiff 
rested, but immediately afterward asked Mr. 
Sage to take the stand again. He asked him if 
Mr. James, who .was in his office when the 
explosion occurred, was in court. Mr. Sage 
could not see him, although he added that 
James had been in attendance at the trial. 
Even with the aid of spectacies, which he put 
on at Mr. Choate’s euggestion, Mr. Sage could 
not-find any erasures on the diagram of his 
office made on his order. Mr. Choate then 
called Rush Taggart of counsel for Mr. Sage 
as a witness, and he explained that he had or- 
dered the changes in the diagram, which, not 
being correct, had not been offered in evi- 
dence. 

Judge Patterson then delivered his charge 
to the jury. ‘The whole theory of the case, 
the Judge said, depended on the question of a 
wrongful trespass on the person of the plain- 
tiff by which’ he was used in such a way as to 
be put in peril of injury, which injury he had 
received. Col, James took several exceptions 
to the Judge’s charge. 

“ Have you, gentiemen, anything to say?” 
inquired Judge Patterson of the plaintiff’s 
lawyers. 

‘*Our side?’ asked Mr. Choete, rising. 
‘* Why, no; your Honor has charged the law 
just as we claim it to be.”’ 

The jurors retired at 3:50 p. m. Mr. 
Choate walked over to ro shook his 
hand as cordialiy as if he had never said a 
harsh word about him, and they were soon in 
deep conversation. Then they all left the 
ecourt-room. After consulting for an hour 
and ten minutes the jurors returned. Mr. 
Sage was not in court, and only Mr, Taggart, 
of his legal representatives, was present. 
The plaintiff and -Mr. Choate were also 
absent. After the jurors were polled the fore- 
man announced that they had found a verdict 
of $25,000 for the piaintiff. Mr. Taggart 
moved for a new trial, which was denied, but 
judginent was staid for forty days in which to 
prepare the case on appeal, Then the Judge 
discharged the jurors for the term after 
thanking them. 


PASSENGER POOL MAY FALL THROUGA 
Lehigh Does Not Appear to Be Ready to 
Comply with Conditions. 

New York, March 30.—[Special.|—The 
itwo passenger pools of the trunk lines and 
‘the Central Traffic Associations, with their 
$10,000 penalties attached, which were to go 
into effect April 1, arein grave danger of 
falling through. All of the interested com- 
panies agreed to cancel outstanding contracts 
with outside agents for commissions and to 
redeem all full-rate tickets put out at lower 
rates. «Several of the railrofids that admitted 
having such contracts with outside agents, 
notably the Nickel Plate, have been pick- 
ing up as many of these cheap _ tick. 
ets as possible at what they’ sold 
them for, so that they would not be 
compelled to redeem ary more than necessa- 
ry at the full rate where they are picked up 
by agents of thé asfociation. There was one 
exception, however, to this rule. The tickets 
of the Lehigh Valley are said to have been 
growing snore numerous all the time until 
now it is reported that brokers and others in 
New York, Buffalo, and Chicago hold large 
‘amounts of them in block form good for an 
unlimited time. A general passenger agent 
said: “I heard that there are enough tick- 
ets out to last six years. It is reported that 
there are 10,000 of them in New York alone. 
Several competitors of the Lehigh Valley had 
been selling these tickets between New York 
and Boston for $8, or one-half of the regular 
rate, so that brokers had a chance to make 50 
per cent commission in some instances.”’

PERFORMANCE OF “AIDA” 18 NOT 
WHOLLY SUCCESSFUL. 


Lack of Sufficient Rehearsat Is Manifest, 
Especially infthe Great Scene in the 

* Second ActLassalle Not in Good Voice 
Mme. Nordica Sings the Title Role« 
“Lacia” Announced for the Matinee 
Today and “Carmen” for the Evening 
=Calve Sings the Latter. 


Verdi’s “ Aida” was the opera presented at 
the Auditorium last evening with Mme, Nor- 
dica, Mme, Sealchi, M. Lassalle, Sig, Vignas, 
M. Castelmary, and Edouard de Reszke in the 
cast. The performance, notwithstanding this 
array of artists, was only successful with 
reservations. 

As Aida Mme, Nordica was allowed full op- 
portunity to display her value as a dramatic 
singer, and made an effective and striking 
figure in the part. The *O Cieli Azzuri” in 
the third act was given by her with a splen- 
did effect that obliged its repetition. 
In the great duo in the same act with M. Las- 
salle, as Amondasro, the work of both artists 
was distinguished by fervor and dramatic 
value in interpretation, M. Lassalle, aot in 
good voice, appearing in this scene (o tar 
greater advantage than during the 
earlier portion of the evening. 
In the costume of Amonasro M. Lassalle, 
through that thorough. artistic apprecia- 
tion which marks his dressing of a 
part, was again an admirable picture. 
Sig. Vignas as Rhadames proved, except- 
ing in seldom instances, a disappointment. 
Nor can the rdle be considered as one for 
which he is fitted, a faét fully demonstrated 
in the Celeste Aida.’ redeemed alone by a 
tour de force displaying the robusto quality of 
his voice, but nothing more. 

The brilliant scene in the second act which 
marked the return of Egypt’s victorious 
troops, marked also the clearly evident and 
unfortunate fact of iusufficient rehearsal. In 
this portion of the opera it must truthfully be 
acknow.edged nothing on the stage kept 
the pitch but the scenery. Even Edouard de 
Reszke and Jean Lassaile succumbed, while 
the brasses became entirely unmanageable. 
Both M. Lassaile and Edouard de Reszke 
atoned later, although the latter was by no 
means at his best during the entire per- 
formance.

J. A. Karweise,a Kentucky civil engineer, 
has arrived at Tacoma from the United States 
of Colombia on business connetted with the 
new State Capitol, and brings with him charts 
and drawings and esti:nates of construction of 
an ocean-level ship canal, which, owing to 
heretofore undiscovered natural formations 
and fiseures in the beck bone of the Cordilleras 
discovered by him, can be built for $88,000,- 
000 less than the Nicaragua Canal, and can 
be completed in three years from the 
date of beginning work for $48,.000,- 
000. At the point where Mr. Karweise 
claims to have made his discovery the At- 
lantie and Pacifie Ocean tides i ge within 
eighteen miles of each other. tis, in con- 
nection with the new fissure discoveries in the 
Cordiileras, results from the lagoons and 
marshes of the Gulf of Darien on the Atlantic 
side and the San Miguel Bay on the other. 
(How happens it that for 400 years this al- 
leged pass was never discovered until Kar- 
weise found it? When looked for it will be 
‘‘non est inventus.’’] Mr. Karweise . favors 
the joint building by all nations of a double- 
track ship canal at the pointof his discov- 
eries and the setting aside ofa neutral zone. 
He does not believe in the feasibility of the 
168-mile long lift-lock Nicaragua Canal, and 
said, in speaking to a correspondent of tne 
Globe-Democrat of his discoveries: 

The location of the double-track ocean-level 
ship canal route is directly south of the east- 
ern isthmus bend, and actually in the north- 
west corner of the South American Continent, 
The distance between the points where the 
ocean tide ends is eighteen and a half 
miles and the total length of the combined 
canal works, inclusive of the 11,800 feet tun- 
nel, is eight and five-eighths miles. The so- 
called free navigation exceeds eleven miles 
in distance, and a carefully prepared es- 
timate of the cost puts the total ca- 
nal expenditure at $48,000,000, and 
the commencement ~ of operations on 
the double-track ocean-level ship ca- 
nal route thirty-eight months from the time 
of beginning labor. The harbors at each end 
of the proposed double-track ship canal route 
are of magnificent proportions and may be 
eounted as the finest and safest on the con- 
tinent, with San Miguel Bay as the Pacific 
harbor and the Gulf of Darien as the harbor 
in connection with the Atlantic Ocean, The 
discovery of fissures in the two _back- 
bones of the Cordilleras immediately 
west of the principal mountain, . ‘whic 
is proposed to be pierced by a_tunnel, 
will alter all ideas about the correct location 
of the Atiantic and Pacific ship canal all over 
the world. There is no interior work along 
the proposed ocean-level ship canal route 
necessary. dredging excepted. Therefore no 
railroad line for the transportation of heavy 
building material will be necessary. One 
lock at each end for the aggre 
of the shipping trade against hig 
tides, voleanic tidal waves, and other un- 
foreseen disturbances will. be sufficient 
for the proposed double track ship ccnal, 
which will be a quadruple channel for about 
eleven miles at the free navigation level. 
The method of construction is clever and in- 
genious, with the assistance of the most 
superior mechanical devices. The total ship 
canal length will not exceed twenty-eight and 
three-eighths miles of distance between the 
salt waters. The~ great canal tunnel is 
measured at 11,800 feet in length, excluBive 
of the approaches.

_ The following day, Wednesday, a number of 
the whisky spies. put in an appearance and 
raided a number of stores in the town. Then 
they announced that they intended to raid a 
number of private residences, When this re- 
port got abroad quiet and determined men 
were at once seen walking in the directhon 
taken ton spies armed with shotguns and 
rifles. This was about 2 o’clock in the day, 
and up to this timeeverything had been noisy, 
but the crowd was in a good humor. Every- 
thing grew more quiet while these armed men 
silently proceeded to stop this invasion of the 
rights of tne people. For some reason the 
spies changed their course, making a detour, 
crossing to another street, and coming to their 
hotel amid the jeers and hootings of a large 
crowd, Now the crowd was large and 
meant just exactly what their actions indi- 
cated. In the afternoon the crowd again 
gathered, but the spies hid away. 
More Constables Sent Out. 

In the meantime news of the rebellion had 
been wired Gov. Tillman, who ordered out the 
local militia company Wednesday night. T. 
S. Gaillard, who is the chief whisky consta- 
ble of the dispensary force, ran down to 
Charieston and gathered the entire constabu- 
lary force, consisting of twenty-five or. thirty 
spies, each man armed with a rifle and tuo 
horse pistols. They left here at 3 a, m., fir- 
ing a fusillade as the train left the de and 
swearing that they would wipe out 
they were going to. / 

Boo night the Governor ordered the 
Sumter Light Infantry to this city. Thesame 
day§the citizens of Darlington held a mass- 
meeting and adopted the following resolu- 
tions, which were telegraphed to the Gov- 
ernor: 

Resolved, That itis the sense of this meeting 
that a man's bome is his castle and that he is en- 
titled ito defend the same against all unreasonable 
searches. 

Resolved, That in the Counties of Darlington, 
Florenee, and Sumter searches of private rvsi- 
dences, private rooms, and private apartments 
used by the members as their dwellings and not 
as their places of trade, shall be neither tolerat- 
ed nor permitted, and we hereby pledge ourselves 
to resist all such unlawful depredations. 

Resoived, That the citizens of Darlington, Sum- 
ter, and Florence hereby mutually pledge each 
other to support each other in resistance to all 
such unlawful acts, and we invite the codpera- 
tion of all other lawabiding and liberty-loving 
people. 

In the meantime citizens from neighbori 
towns had flocked to Darlington offe 
their services in resisting any attempt on the 
part of the whisky spies to invade houses 
of the people. This is the state of affairs that 
culminated in the outbreak today.

GOETHE'S HUMAN BETTERMENT PLANS, 


Lecture and Discussion on the Great Ger- 
man Poet's Sociological Ideas. 

** Goethe’s’ Sociology’ was the theine of 
Dr. William T. Harris’ lecture before a large 
audience at the Kindergarten College yester- 
day morning. He began witha definition of 
socioloyy: ** The science of man’s organiza- 
tion into a social whole; this includes family, 
civic society, and the State. The State isa 
new personality made of the subordination of 
the individual to the good of the whole. In 
the civic world this is reversed—the individ- 
ual uses the whole for his benefit—-hence the 
State is man’s higher self. In the social evo- 
lution there have been distinct stages. First— 
warfare or defense against outlying families, 
The burden of industry was laid upon the 
women—men were trained for war &lone. 
With the aggregation of families came the 
possibility of division of labor. Gradually 
the growth of machinery. relieved manual 
skill. Women were then driven back to the 
family—to education. The progress of social 
movement is from drudgery to directive en- 
ergy—from brute force to intellect.’* Dr. 
Harris claimed that Goethe was the first to 
move toward woran’s emancipation. Re- 
garding migration to new lands, where there 
are freshness and hope, Goethe said of Ameri- 
ca: ** Thou hast the best ! Thoe hast no falling 
castles. In you there stirs the spirit of new 
endeavor.” 

The speaker summed up by saying: “To 
obey in mass is the destiny of man.”’ The 
movement of human development is from 
savagery, where the individual is neglected, to 
the stage where he is most cared for. Regard- 
ing woman’s place in this he quoted Goethe’s 
ending to ** Faust’’—**The eternal feminine 
draweth us on.”’ 

Among those participating in the discussion 
were Louis Block, Hamilton W. Mabie, Dr. 
Gifford, and Prof. Boltwood. 

The subject of Mr. Mabie’s address at night 
was ** The Myth.”’ It has been said there isa 
population of statues as well as a population 
of people in Rome, said the lecturer, and in 
like manner the myth is a co-habitant with 
man. The myth is not past. It is 
the ever present dream of humanity. 
The phenomena man* beholds in nature 
are but mirrors of marvels within himself— 
and thus the myth becomes the first synthesis 
of the two worlds in the growth of man in 
consciousness. Education is not the training of 
the mind only—it is hardly that at all, but the 
training to live. Mr. Mabie’s paper was en- 
thusiastically received and ably discussed by 
Dr, William T. Harris, the Rev. O. P. Gif- 
ford, and Mr. Bright. Mr. Mabie will address 
the school, No. 10 Van Buren street, this 
mcrning at 10:30, his subject being: 
**Goethe’s Method of Self-Culture.”’ 


Serious Charge Agitinst Conductors. 


On suspicion of having sold transfer tickets 
sixteen conductors on the Chicago City railway 
lines were discharged Monday. This action was 
taken by the company on reports furnished by 
‘** spotters,” who have been investigating the sub- 
ject. The men claim the company’s action was 
unjust and have laid their cause before the Street 
Carmen’s Union.

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HAS AN UGLY LOOK: 


LOWERING OONDITIONS IN THE LO- 
OAL BEIOKMAKERS’ STRIKE. 


La Bahn Compary Obliged to Call on the 
Sheriff for Frotection from the Per- 
suaders=The Union at Blue Island 
Growing in Strength—<Plumbers and 
Painters May Go Out Monday Unless 
Masters Agree to Their Demands--Some 
Features of the Cicarmakers’ Strike. 


The brickmakers’ strike ussumed a more 
serious aspect yesterday than at any time 
since it began, At the brick yards of the La 
Bahn Brick company at Lansing, thirty miles 
south of Chicago, early in the morning 300 
strikers went down from Bernice and under- 
took to drive from their work a few men 
who were loading cars in the. sheds 
of the company. The workers were 
three members of the firm and four non-union 
men. As they presented a bold front the 300 
men fell back to Lansing to hold consulta- 
tion. W. F. La Bahn, Superintendent of 
the yards, wired to Sheriff Gilbert for 
help, and Deputies Nickerson, McDopn- 
nell, and Graham were dispatched to 
the scene. At3p, m. the strikers sent outa 
committee of fifteen to accomplish the pur- 
pose which failed in the morning. By the 
time they had reached the brick-yards they 
numbered seventy-five men. Here the deputy- 
sheriffs met them and informed them that an 
attempt to enter the yards would be danger- 
ous. After considerable parleying the men 
again withdrew. 

The trouble arose on account of the em- 
ploying by the brick company of four men 
whom the strikers claim are non-union 
workers. The La Bahn Brick company has 
not been operating for three weeks. There 
were 1,000,000 brick in the yard which was 
contracted for, and the company resolved ®o 

et them on thecars. W.F. La Bahn, Charles 

Vendell, and John F. La Bahn 
donned overalls and proceeded to load 
the brick with the assistance of four non- 
union men. The strikers got wind of this 
Thursday afternoon and started for the yards. 
A. F. Rehberg, the Chicago agent of the com- 

ny, who had just arrived, and . FF. La 

hn, both armed, ran to the fence. / Mr. La 
Bahn declared chat the first man who entered 
the yards would receive a bullet, Mr. Reh- 
berg adopted a ruse, and declared that he was 
a Deputy Sheriff from Chicago,and would ar- 
rest any man who tried to enter the grounds. 
The leader demanded that he be allowed to 
speak to the non-union men. This. was con-. 
ceded, and the four men stepped out to talk 
with him. The persuasions of the crowd 
were unavailing, and the strikers left. 
The squad of workmen in the brick sheds fin- 
ished their day’s work and left. The Deputy 
Sheriffs went back to Lansing to stay over 
night. They received a cold reception at 
every lodging-house and were obliged to sleep 
in a barn. : 

The La Bahn Brick company intends to 
load brick in its yard and ship it to Chicago, 
after which several thousand green brick will 
be taken out of the machines. As the taking 
out of the green brick will necessitate the em- 
ployment of considerable skilled, labor there 
is little doubt that the strikers will make 
another descent upon the works- before long. 
The Deputy Sheriffs will remain on the 
ground until all danger is past. 

The prospect in Blue Island, Dolton, and 
Bernice is bright for the unemployed men. 
Out of 1,200 who are idle it is estimated that 
nearly 1,000 have joined the union. The Chi- 
cago delegates have organized a new 
union called the Chicago, Blue Isl- 
and, and Bernice Brickmakers’ 
Protective Association. Itisa branch of the 
general union, but has the power of self-gov- 
ernment. On this proposition the 
Blue Island men are swarming. to 
the union headquarters to be enrolled. 
The first effect of this new organization has 
been felt in the Purington-Kimbell yards. 
Late last night Supt. Drew was presented 
with a scale of wages. The scale calis for 53 
cents a thousand for setting brick, 32 for 
loading, and 10 an hour for common labor. 
This means that the Purmgton men will 
not make another contract with the 
manufacturers, thus abandoning the rule 
which has been in practice there for several 
years. Should the scale be refused the strike 
will likely spread to yards now running and 
will be protracted. 


PLUMBERS’ AND PAINTERS’ DEMANDS 


May Go on Strike Monday Unless Masters

The plumbers’ and the juniors plumbers’ 
unions held a conference yesterday with the 
master plumbers, but failed to agree on terms 
of compromise.

Some Peculiar Features Developed and 
More May Come Today. 

The strike of the 600 Spaniards and Cubans 
at Vallens & Co.’s cigar factory has developed 
several peculiar features, and will doubtiess 
turn up some more today. The firm’s pay 
days come weekly. When burned out recent- 
ly in the old Athenzwum Building their pay- 
roll for the week was destroyed. But very 
few of the employés speak English. The 
novel method was adopted of laying the 
money, in small change, on a table, and having 
the men march past and pick up enough cash 
to cover their weekly salary. Seven thousdhd 
nine hundred dollars was laid on the table. 
A loaded revolver lay by it. The cashier and 
Eugene Vailens sat near by and compared the 
amount each man took with his average week - 
ly salary in the past. Occasionally one would 
be called down, an interpreter brought in 
and matters squared. Mr. Vallens said: ‘| 
do not believe any one attempted to cheat us. 
Their wages run from $10 to $40 a week.

He said it nad none, but intende 
buymng Mr. Cooper's plant if the contract 
were let at the lowest Ind. But Mr. Cooper 
did not see fit to sell to Kimbell, Cobb & Co. 
and the firm was therefore left’ without any 
means of at once getting machinery for the 
work. As the contract is drawn to begin 
April 1 no time was left in which to get ma- 
chinery from outside sources. 

The specifications for street cleaning re- 
quire the work to be done by the following 
schedule: 

Twenty-nine and twelve one-hundredths miles of 
improved streets to be cleaned three times a 
week. These streets are inthe First Ward. Alleys 
are included in the total number of miles. Thir- 
teen and fifty-one-one-hundredths miles of stre et 
to be cleaned twice a week, 55.49 miles of street 
once a week, 116.23 miles of street twice a month, 
207.92 miles of street once a month, 
45.98 miles of improved alleys. notin the First 
Ward, to be cleaned once a month.’ 

The schedule makes no provision for clean- 
ing macadamized streets at all, or for clean- 
ing unimproved street and alleys. 


LIGHTHOUSE ON FOUR-MILE CRIB. 
Contractor Candler Begins the Work of 
Raising IteElectric Fog Bell. 

Active work in raising the lighthouse on the 
four-mile crib was begun yesterday by Theo- 
dore Candler, the contractor. The lighthouse, 
similar to the one now surmounting the two- 
mile crib, will be of steel framework and 
stand about 80 feet in height. It will be sur- 
mounted by a powerful lamp, the color of 
which has not yet been determined. Itis expert- 
ed the work will be completed within a month. 
A new featur of the plant, if the ideas of the 
City Engineer and the City Electrician are 
carried out, will be the fog bell which it is 
proposed to ring during fogs by means 
of an electric storage battery. The 
batteries wiil be charged at one of the city 
electrical plants. At present a special force 
of men is kept at the crib to ring the bell in 
foggy seasons. Contractor Onderdonk will 
be notified in a few days to remove the two 
and half mile intermediate crib, which was 
built to aid in laying the four-miletunnel. It 
is dangerous tc passing vessels. 


CHEAPER CARRIAGE SERVICE COMING, 


Patrons of Public Cabs to Benefit by Mr. 
og Payne’s New Scheme. 

Leroy Payne has inaugurated a scheme of 
cab and carriage service ‘that will nake those 
who have suffered at the hands of piratical 
jehus rejoice. Not only will the new arrange- 
ment be efficacious in dealing with drivers, 
but will result in considerable saving to those 
who patronize public cabs and carriages. Mr. 
Payne has issued a book containing coupons 
for eighteen single rides, and the book is to be 
sold fer $5. Under the existing rates the 
sane number of rides would cost -$9.50, 
which isa clear saving of $4.50. When a per- 
son uses a cab all he has to do is to ride to his 
destination, tear out a coupon for each mile 
he has ridden, and give them to the driver. ¢In 
the book there’is a table giving the prices 
of ‘each sort of carriage. All that is 
required of the person using a conveyance 
is to know the distance traveied. Mr. Payne 
expects that when the virtue of his system is 
known all the cabmen in the city will have 
to adopt it to do any business. To use the 
coupons it is not necessary to use one of 
Payne's carriages. Any driver who will ac- 
cept them as fure can redeem them.at Mr. 
Payne's stabies, No. 173 Michigan avenue. 
Mr. Payne also proposes to improve the pub- 
lic tis service in point of utility. Here- 
tofore it has always been necessary to wait a 
long time to geta carriage from any stable. 
In the futute any one holding a coupon book, 
if an outsider will not carry him, will be able 
to get a capri 1 Mr. Payne’s stable in 
a very short.time. All that he will have to do 
isto call up telephone No. 2462 or 2437 
and a carriage will be sent him from the near- 
est stand. Mr. Payne is confident that his 
plan will revolutionize the carriage service in 
Chicago, and that the putting of rates down 
where a person of moderate means can ride 
will so increase the using of carriages that the 
reduction will help the livery men as well as 
the public. 


M’KINLEY BACK FROM THE NORTHWEST. 


Much Pleased with Republican Enthusiasm

* The last time I saw the President,’”’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ** which was only a day or 
two ago, he was looking remarkably well, Of 
course, when men arrive at his age and mine 
they are subject to rheumatism and things of 
that sort, and the President is no exception. 

‘*Gen. Howard, now in command of the 
Department of the East, will retire in Novem- 
ber. The President will appoint his suc- 
cessor, and if Gén. Miles desires to make the 
change—and I understand be does—the prob- 
abilities are that he will receive the appoint- 
ment. Should Gen. Miles, be transferred, 
Gen. Ruger, now in command of the Depart- 
ment of the Pacific, will come to Chicago if 
he wishes todo so. The changes this year 
will be few in number, because the funds 
available for transportation are limited. 
Whatever changes will be made, however, the 
regiment now at Fort Sheridan will not be 
removed.

CHINESE CANNOT BECOME CITIZENS. 


United States Judge Thinks Prohibitive 
Act of Congress Still in Force. 

Purapevruia, Pa., March 30.—Judge 
Dallas has filed an opinion in the United 
States Circuit Court holding that Chinamen 
cannot be naturalized. Judge Dallas said: 
‘‘ itis necessary to refer only to the act of 
Congress of May 6, 1882, entitied, An Act to 
Execute Certain Treaty Stipulations Relating 
to Chinese. By its fourteenth section it is en- 
acted * That hereafter ho State court or court 
of the United States chall admit Chinese to citi- 
zenship,’ and I cannot accept the position 
taken in argument that this section became 
inoperative upon the expiration of ten years 
next after the passage of theact. Its first 
section, and the substitute for the section, ap- 
proved July 5, 1884, relate only to ‘coming 
of Chinese laborers to the United States.’ The 
fourteenth section forbids the admission of 
Chinese to citizenship at ony time after the 
passage of the act. It is still in force and is 
determinative of this case. The application 
is refused,”’

Musyeapouis, Minn., March 30.—(Special. | 
—The $100,000 libel suit of William Welch 
against Col. John H. Knight, the Wisconsin 
Democratic politician, was begun this morn- 
ing in the United States Court. The plaintiff 
states that the defendant: wrote a letter to 
William H. Erwin Oct. 11, 1887, from Ash- 
land, Wis., in which it, was stated that Welch, 
the plaintiff, was indicted for several of- 
fenses, including defaulting.

PRENDERGAST’S LAWYERS AT WORK, 


Lines on Which the Case May Be Tried= 
Attorney Trude’s Movements, 

There was no new development yesterday in 
the Prendergast case, but the lawyers on both 
sides were working like beavers for the com- 
ing struggle. There was arumor that State’s- 
Attorney Kern, who was at Ottawa, would try 
to get an injunction from the Supreme Court 
enjoining Judge Chetlain from proceeding 
any further with the case. The rumor was in- 
credible, however, for the reason that the Su- 
preme Court could not take such a step ex 
parte. The impression in legal circles is that 
if Judge Chetlain proceeds with the case the 
battle will be fought and won over the ques. 
tion of the issue, and the consequent rulings 
on witnesses and testimony. The State con- 
tends that the issue to be tried is: ‘* Was the 
defendant insane at the time of the impanel- 
ing of this jury?’ The defense contends that 
the issue is: ‘** Has the defendant become in- 
sane since he was sentenced by Judge Bren- 
tano?” Both parties base their con- 
tentions ou the wording of the statute. 
If Prendergast should be found insane it 
will be a puzzle what to do with him. It is 
certain that he cannot be ordered out of the 
custody of the Sheriff unless he is sent to 
some place expressly provided for such per- 
sons by law. He can be keptin the County 
Jail, but if he were sent toan asylum it would 
amount to a discharge and a pardon. If he

New York Broker Arrested Here for Steal- 
ing His Partners’ Money. 

Late Thursday night Qentral Station officers 
arrested Herman Clarke of the firm of Hunter, 
Clarke & Jacobs, New York stock bfokers, 
which recently made an assignment.

Inspector Shea was 
then asked by the New York police to look 
out for Clarke, A fugitive warrant charging 
embezzlement was put into the hands of De. 
tectives Peyton and Smith of the Central de- 
tailanda search of the hotels was made. 
Clarke was found at the Hotel Im. 
perial, Twelfth street and Michigan bou- 
levard, at 11 o’clock Thursday night. 
He went quietly with the officers to the 
station and was perfectly willing to return to 
New York without requisition papers. Of the 
charges made against him he said that they 
were more of a civil than a criminal charac- 
ter. Clarke is a well dressetl, good looking 
young man.

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IOWA INSANE HOSPITAL. 


After a Sharp Contest the Enterprising 
Town Is Selected by the Legislature 
Some of the Advantages It Had to Offer 
as Inducements for the Location«®torm 
Lake, One of the Competitors, Though 
Voted Down, Had a Beautiful Site Amid 
Picturesque Surroundings to Offer. 


Des Mouvas, Ia., March 29.—[Special Cor- 
respondence,|—Cherokee was selected. to- 
night as the site for the new insane asylum 
in Northwestern Iowa, The town is one of 
the important points on the Illinois Central. 
It is sixty miles east of Sioux City and is at 
the junction point of the main line of that 
road and the branches that extend to Sioux 
Falls in the northwest and Onawa in the 
southwest. The citizens of Cherokee claimed 
that their town was the most centrally located 
with respect to the territory tributury to the 
new hospital of any of the other aspirants, 
The town has an inexhaustible supply of pure 
water from flowing wells and the drainage of 
the site proposed is all that could be desired. 

The Appropriations committees have re. 
ported recommending that $15,000 be ap- 
propriated for the commg biennial period for 
the purpose of beginning the preliminary 
work of erecting the hospital and succeed ing 
Legislatures will undoubtedly make other nec. |

Storm Lake’s Beauties. 

Storm Lake was one of the competitions with 
Cherokee for the institution. It is situated on 
the lineof the Illinois Central and is the 
county seat of Buena Vista County, which 
name suggests the leading attraction of the 
locality, the ** beautiful vista.”’ Storm Lake 
is eighty-two miles east of Sioux City. Itisa 
city of about 2,500 inhabitants and is situ- 
ated on the northern shore of the beau- 
tiful sheet of water which gives the city 
its nanie. Storm Lake is about five miles 
in length and about twoand a half miles in 
width. There is no inlet to the lake and its 
waters are fed entirely by springs. The water 
is pure and it is the. source of water supply 
for the city. The lake is in a slight depression 
and its shores are in places somewhat rugged, 
occasioned by the erosion of the coast line by 
the water. The country surrounding the lake 
is slightly undulating and the landscape is 
dotted by numerous groves shading well-kept 
farm-houses. A fine drive has been laid out 
around the entire shore of the lake and at 
eae points there are picturesque boat- 

ouses from which sail boats glide out upon 
the water. Storm Lake has long been con- 
sidered one of the most attractive of flowa’s 
summer resorts and it has achieved a reputa- 
tion outside the State as a place which affords 
ail the conveniences and pleasures needed for 
a summer holiday. 

Reasons for New Asylum, 


As to the necessity of establishing a new 
hospital it was pointed out to the Legislature 
that the proportion of insane to sane persons 
in Iowa is one to 500. In other words, there 
are now in this State about 4,000 people who 
are insane. For the care of these unfortu- 
nates the State has already three asylums, 
two of which have been established for many 
years and the third, which is located at Clar- 
inda, in the southwestern part of the State, is 
not as yet entirely finished. At the time the 
reports made to the present session of the 
Legislature were compiled there were in the

various hospitals 2,200 patients, and the Su- 


perintendents state that this number is tuo 
large to enable the patients to receive the 
treatment that should. be given them in order 
that they may have the ‘est possible chance 
of recovery. But aside from the patients 
who are in the asylums there are fully 
2,000 insane persons who are outside of these 
hospitals. Of this number it is estimated 
that probably one-half are in county poor- 
houses. In these establishments these people 
cannot be given the care they should receive, 
and so they have no chance for recovery. 
This condition of affairs forced itself upon the 
attention of the State Medical Society, and a 
comniittee, whith was appointed at the meet- 
ing he'd in Des Moines a year ago, reported 
at the meeting of the society in Burlington in 
May. In this report the committee after 
setting forth the statc of facts as they found 
them took the ground that neither county 
poor-houses nor county asylums were proper 
places for the treat of the insane, and 
they recommended that the Legislature should 
take steps for the tion: of-an additional 
asylum in the rokthwesvern part of the’State. 
The movement begun by the society received 
the sanction of the State tonight by the selec- 
tion of Cherokee as the site for the asylum. 


SMALL PROSPECTS OF LOW-PRICED COAL. 


Local Yards Are Filled at High Prices 
Which Cannot Be Cut. 

The reduction in the price of coal declared 
in New York Thursday has not had its effect 
upon Chicago prices as yet, although a slight 
reductuon may be looked for April 1. Robert 
Law says the prices for coal on cars in Chi- 
cago have been reduced on egg, range, and nut 
from $5.60 te $5.25; on large egg, from 
$5.35 to $5.15. The retail trade has not 
made a proportionate reduction. The fact is 
that the season has been much of a disap- 
pointment to the coal trade. The winter of 
1892-93 found ‘a scarcity of coal and last 
November the coal yards were filled at the 
highest prices and bighest freights. This win- 
ter proved a mild one, and at present there 
are over 300,000 tons of coal in Chicago 
yards. Much of a reduction in price will 
wipe out the profits of the locai dealer, and 
little lowering in prices is expected as long as 
this supply is on hand. A rate. war isa pos- 
sibility at any time, however, on the part of 
those who wish to dispose of their heavy 
stocks.

A 
wildwood music will set to dancing certain 
pulses in every reader’s blood, as the fiddle in 
the hands of a vagrant musician lured the 
poor victim of his wiles from paths of de- 
eéney and duty. And if the reader have a 
soul above common things, as. some readers 
of fiction are accounted to have, let him or 
her read ** Melancholy Hussar of the Ger- 
man Legion.’’ This is all about a young 
lady—one uses the word  advisedly— 
a young lady of the beginning of the century 
in England, in the days of periwigs, and 
snuff, and flowered waisteoats. There you 
wiil learn how Phyllis, who by this time ought 
to be revered as somebody’s great-grand- 
inammia, flirted outrageously with a common 
soldier whom the Hanoverian monarch had 
brought over in his guard from Germany. 
But there is no occasion to spoil another story 
by retelling it. Suffice it to say that although 
one may agree with the neighboring gossips 
of the time that the conduct of Pnhyilis was 
scandalous, one concludes that her conduct 
after all.was very human and very womanlike. 
But this is what one generally feels after read- 
ing ang sketch by that prince of novelists 
for w n—Thomas Hardy. 


The Evolution of Woman. 

** The Evolution of Woman,” by Eliza Burt 
Gamble, isan ingenious plea for the supe- 
riority and supremacy of the female sex. The 
author as early as 1882, she says, came to the 
conclusion. which peed not be seriously con- 
tested, that the ferate organization is in no 
way inferior to that of the male. In 1886, 
however, after reading ‘** The Descent ot 
Man,” by Darwin, she became impressed 
with the belief that the theory ‘of evolution 
furnishes evidence of the superiority of the 
female in all orders of life, man included, but 
that these facts have been misunderstood, if 
not indeed willfuily misinterpreted boy the 
prejudiced and egotistic males, who were their 
discoverers. The work is, therefore, largely 
an argument against the logical conclusions 
of naturalists and historians, while using 
such of their facts as seem to suit the writer's 
purpose. Instead of admitting the deductions 
of the evolutionist that mankind has grad- 
ually and steadily evolved from the brutes the 
author carries throughout her book the as- 
sumption of a golden age of female supremacy 
in the early prehistoric times. Taking for 
granted with the author that under 
all conditions the female nature is higher and 
pettoe than that of the male one must assume 
that within historic times mankind has been 
retrograding morally, and that humanity was 
the more refined, altruistic, spiritual. and 
generally admirabie the less it was developed 
and the nearer it approached the conditions of 
its ancestral brutes. On the whole the ideas 
of. Darwin and Lubbock seem ‘preferabie, 
since they leave one a chance to think that 
evolution, civilization, and Christianity have 
elevated woman as well as man, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that in some respects matters are 
yet not altogether satisfactory. The book is 
suspiciously like a piece of‘ fine irony, a 
hidden satire on the views it advocates.

“School Management.” 

In ““Schoolt Management”’ (American Book 
company) Mr. Emerson E, White has given 
an admirable résumé of the principles which 
underlie successful school government. What 
he says is all so good that it is difficult to call 
attention to special details. Whether one 
looks at “the elements of governing power,”’ 
“the conditions of easy control,’’ ** the seven 
school virtues,” ‘‘ wiil-training,”’ or ‘ incen- 
tives,”’ one finds Mr. White's presentment of 
the subject always clear and vigorous, his il- 
lustrations apposite, When one remembers 
what vast numbers of incompetent teachers 
cumber the ground one shudders at seemg 
how entirely success depends upon the teach- 
er. If those whose failure to do well arises 
from ignorance and not from lack of desire 
to do better will read and study this excellent 
work they will be in a fair way to mend mat- 
ters, Nothing could be better, for instance, 
than these words under the head of “ Heart 
Power’’: “Special emphasis needs to be 
given to the fact that the teacher's love is to

Itis said 
Dr. Arpold of Rugby was once asked why he spent 
sc Sorat hours daily in.his study preparing lessons 
which he had taught for years and that his 
answer was: “1 wish my boys to drink from a 
running stream and not from a stagnant 9 — 
an answer that showed a deep insight into the 
conditions of all true teaching. and especially 
that which takes hold of the heart and life of 
the pupll. 

The quotation. below will appeal to the con- 
sciousness of many a puzzied teacher: 

Another element of governing ability is good 
eyes and good ears—the ability to know what 
pupils are doing without watching them. This 

ower includes not only acute physical senses, 

ut the mental habit of easy attention to what is 
going on in one’s prosence—a power which may 
be properly called pres2nt-mindedness, as weak- 
ness in this direction is called absent-minded- 
ness. It is soul-sicht. 

But one can recommend “school manage. 
ment ’’ only to those who need it, who will 
find plenty of fun and nota little gentle satire 
in its well-filled pages. 


Hancock’s “ History of Chile.” 


There is room for a good popular history of 
Chile. The attention of Americans was drawn 
to that country when it had its last revolution 
and its squabble with the United States about 
three years ago. Itisoneof the most pro. 
gressive of the South American nations and 
much of interest has occurred in the more 
than three centuries which have gone by since 
Europeans first tro’ the soil of Chile. Itisa 
pity therefore that the history of this republic, 
written by A. U. Hancock and published by 
Charles H. Sergel & Co. of this city, was not 
more carefully prepared, so that it might 
meet fully the popular demand. This book is 
the second in a seriés of histories of the Latin- 
American Republics which this firm is_issu- 
ing. The first one, whch related to Peru, 
was much superior to the history of 
Chile, one of the defects of which 
is that it is fuli of slipshod 
writing, while another is that it is too prolix. 
Many pages ate wasted over monotonous 
Indian wars and other portions of the history 
of the State are gone into with unnecessary 
minnteness. The book ts full of details for 
which the American reader cares nothing. It 
would be much improved by bemg cut down 
a third. The proof-reading is inexcusably 
bad. With all its faults, however, this work 
gives a connected account of Chile from the 
date of discovery down to the present time, 
and also a fair statement of the geography, 
natural resourctes,vetc., of the republic. There 
is no other book written in English which 
does this, and hence this new history is by no 
means valueless. But it is to be regretted 
that more pains were nottaken to make it 
what it should be. 


Child's History of Spain. 

Mr. John Bonner’s much-needed ‘ Child’s 
History of Spain’ (Harper & Bros.) is one of 
the most charming books of its kind and fur- 
nishes good reading for young and old. There 
has beer as yet no popular history of Spain, 
a country of which our knowledge seems to 
be in detached patches of landscape, without 
the conneeting touches which would make 
them one picture. We know (or ‘ought, to 
know) Hannibal and Sertorius, Roderic and 
the Cid Campeador, Ferdinand the Catholic 
and Philip the Second, Charles of the sevep- 
teenth century and Isabella of the nineteenth. 
But of the intermediate links in the long 
chain which makes up the history of the most 
picturesque of nations one’s recollection is 
vague and one welcomes the brilliant recital 
of Mr. Bonner, which one follows with un- 
flagging interest from énd toend. The char- 
acter and doings of Charles L. of Spain, whom 
all the world knows better as the great Em- 
peror Charles V. of Germany, are given a few 
graphic touches. Each period, as it 
arrives, stands out as a separate 
picture and is worthy fF careful 
reading, the impressions given ing just, as 
well as clear. Some faults of taste are to be 
regretted. Why call Don Carlos, for instance 
(the father of a man still living), “a pig- 
headed, fat-witted Bourbon’’? That is pot 
the style of writing and speaking we wish 
to encourage in our young people, and such 
expressions, unfortunately, are Just the ones 
they remember. The innuendoes concerning 
the ill-fated son of Philip the Second and his 
relations with his stepmother, Isabella of 
France, might well have been omitted, The 
story is discredited by the best writers, and 
though Schiller has chosen to make it the 
theme of a tragedy thereis no reason for 
perpetuating it, even by an allusion, in a ver- 
itable history. Mr. Bonner’s style -is, at 
times, too youthfui for his subject, and could 
be fitted for a larger class of readers by a lit- 
tle judicious pruning.

An “Introduction to Elementary Practical 
Biology,” intended as “a laboratory guide for 
high school and eollege students,” is issued by 
the Harpers, ies author is Dr. Charles W. Dodge, 
Professor of Biology in the University of Roches- 
ter, and apparently he has done his work well.

literature but for the constant assurance of the 
critics was being 
done. I hi : is no 
more’ certain hallmark of intellectual medi- 
ocrity than the approval of the mob of gentle- 
men who criticise and puff with ease.” Mr. 
Buchanan is the man who in the Contemporary 
Review twenty-odd years ago assumed the false 
name of Thomas Maitland to attack Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti in an article entitled * The 
Fleshly School of Poetry.” This was, perhaps, 
the most cowardly and most contemptible piece 
of literary sandbagging that is known in the 
whole history of periodical literature.

Some Pension Ideas of a Veteran. 

INDEPENDENCE, Ia., March 26.—[ Editor of The 
Tribune.]—A recent number of the Forum con- 
tains an article upoa the currency question from 
the pen of the editor of the London Daily Post, 
the statements of which should not,gass unchal- 
lenged. The pith of his argument consists of the 
statement—as to the ill condition \of the United 
States Treasury—that “but for the pension list 
revenue would exceed expenditure; the Treasury 
has ample means,” etc. Now, it may be easily 
shown that this statement is no Jess than a su per- 
ficial and fallacious opinion, biased, no doubt, 
by foreign prejudice and an ignorance of the sub- 
ject. Nine-tenths or more of the money dis- 
bursed for pensions passes, within thirty days, 
imto circulation, soon to find its way back to the 
Treasury vaults. It goes to the grocer, clothing 
dealer, dry goods jobber, etc., who in turn pays 
duty. upon the merchandise as importer of the 
samé. No government expenditure compares to 
this as to true economy and sound policy. The 
river and harbor millions are sunk in the pockets 
of the wealthy contractors or muddy bottoms of 
useless streams; the “ millions for a navy’’ are 
riveted to bottoms which are out of date 
almost before their completion. Money put 
into great pubiic buildings is permanently 
deposited, less the profits of architects and con- 
tractors, who invest the same in various ways. 
But millions paid the soldiers remains in active 
circulation and is not salted down or tied up in 
permanent investments. One point aione demands 
attention. and this is not the amount disbursed 
but the manner of so doing. It is undeniable 
that thousands of pensions are excessive, while 
a stili greaternumber are underrated or have 
entirely failed in the securing. While the pen- 
sion system is in many respects glaringly faulty 
the one great evil exists in the mothude and 
means of agents or attorneys in obtaining rat- 
ings. The fraud and irregularities inyoived in 
prosecu claims are not the work of the claim- 
ant himself, inasmuch

A RAID ON THE TAXPAYERS, 

Tuesday’s election is one of special impor- 
tance to the property-owners of Chicago, the 
men who have to defray the expenses of the 
City Government. They are not prospering 
at this time, and it is impossible to tell when 
prosperity wiil return to them. Ia 1892 the 
voters imagined that their intqrestg-would be 
furthered by a radical change in government 
policies. Consequently they gave Mr, Cleve- 
ifmd 36,000 majority and the Electoral! vote 
of Illinois. Of the four Congressmen chosen 
by city districts three were Democrats, and 
the heavy majority here elected two Demo- 
cratic Flea PR pt 

The change in tariff policy which the Chi- 
cagoans, wanted will be effected formally in 
a few months. The consequences of that 
future change are already painfully apparent. 
Wages, rents, and profits have gone down. 
These unpleasant facts so worked on the 
minds of the voters that last December the 
Democratic majority shrank from 36,000 to 
a thousand, and that thousand the fruit of 
gross fraud. Since December the situation 
has not improved, and the taxpayers have not 
been reconciled to new tariff policies.. They 
are more than ever convinced that they made 
a frightful mistake when they voted for Dem- 
ocratic national candidates. 

They may rest assured that they will make 
the same kind of a mistake if they vote for 
the local Democratic candidates next week. 
The property-owners are being called on at this 
time to pay their taxes. They find it hard 
work. It is very difficult tor them to rake 
and scrape the money. The mechanic who 
has to pay taxes on his little home, but 
whose wages are 20 per cent lower than they 
were a year ago, or who has no employment 
at all, does not know what todo. The shop- 
keeper whose profits and sales are smaller be- 
icause of the distress which surrounds him is 
also in sore straits. Neither of them wiil be 
any better off next year than he is now. Tax- 
paying will be a grievous burden then, as it is 
one now. 

Therefore it is essential that the taxpayers 
should vote for the Republican candidates 
next--week in order that they may elect the 
best men—men who will not add to their dis- 
tress but will do all that is in their power to 
relieve it, The Mayor, who is a Democrat, is 
complaining bitterly that the sum of the as- 
séssmeuts is so small that the taxes levied are 
comparatively light and the city cannot raise 
all the money the tax-eaters would like to 
handle. He wants to see the assessment 
trebled or quadrupled so that millions more 
of money may be taken from the pockets of 
the people. With Democratic Assessors the 
valuation of property could be run up so that 
the Aldermen could levy and collect ten mill- 
ions more in taxes than can be done now. 
With Democratic Aldermen—the Cougnlins 
and their like—controlling the Council, every 
cent would be levied that the Jaw wouid per- 
mit.

The reason why the Democratic bosses are 
so anxious to win at this dlection is apparent. 
He mist be blind who cannot see why they 
have picked out the men they have for Assess- 
ors and Aldermen. Controlling the assess- 
ments and the Council they will have the 
property-owners by the throat. Then with so 
many additional millions to expend they can 
organize their Tammany. They will have the 


money that they have now. They can em- 
ploy two men where they do one now and can 
add to their salaries. Two contracts can be 
made where one is made now—coutracts with 
money in them for the Chicago Tammany. 

This is the program. Itisin the power of 
the taxpayers to defeat it. They can do so 
with ease by voting for Republican candidates.

Next comes Mr. Currier, the Re- 
publican who was nominated at the prima- 
ries, and last of allcome Ruddy and Biegler, 
the Democrats. But while Mr. Manuerre is 
the best man it is more than doubtful whether 
he can be elected. His candidacy, dividing 
the Republican vote, will possibly make it 
easy for the offensive Ruddy to slip into the 
Council.: Mr. Manierre will get no Demo- 
cratic votes. Therefore Republican votes 
cast for him will likely be thrown away. 

This ought to be apparent to those who 
have signed the petition for Mr. Manierre. 
They ought to be able to see that while they 
may defeat Currier it is almost out of the 
question for them to elect their own man. It 
is possible that some of them do see it and are 
using intentionally Mr. Manierre as a club 
wherewith to defeat Currier and bring in 
Ruddy and to gratify a feeling of personal 
pique or resentment. 

The Republicans whe are working for Mr. 
Manierre now when their iabors can accom. 
plish nothing should have been more ener- 
getic before the primaries were held. They 
should have exerted themselves to secure his 
nomination, and there is no reason to believe 
that they would have failed had they made a 
serious effort. The superiority of Mr. Man- 
ierre to Mr. Currier is admitted. The voters 
at the primaries were aware of it, but he was 
not a candidate. Those who are now putting 
him in the field nolens volens failed to put 
him in the field at the proper time. 

“t isgaid that he had refused prior to the 
time when the primaries were held to be a 
candidate for the nomination. Whose invita- 
tion did he refuse? Not that of the ward 
club, for it never asked him if he would run. 
The invitation could not have been extended 
by the persons who have signed his petition, 
for he would not have refused their invitation 
to run when he could have been elected, and 
accepted it when he could not be elected.

THE UNION PACIFIC INVESTIGATION, 

A paper published in Council Bluffs, Ia., 
finds fault with Tue Trarsuve indorsement of 
the Boatner resolution in regard to the Union 
Pacific railroad, and says “it is more befit- 
ting that the government should either remit 
the debt, as it intended when the bill was 
passed,”’ or extend it so that the company can 
work it off in improving its tributary terri-. 
tory. This is a most extraordinary statement. 
There absolutely is no proof that the govern- 
ment intended at the time the bill was passed 
thit the debt should be remitted. It is true 
some pers.ns did argue that the advantages to 
the government by the construction of a 
transcontinental railroad would be so great 
that it would be a gainer even though the debt 
were not paid. But their utterances were no 


more binding than would be uu assurance by * 


Wilson that the passage of his bill. would re- 
store the national prosperity, or one from Bland 
that bimetaliism would be maintained with 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to l. 

It is sound law that when you are interpret- 
ing a statute the language of the act is that 
which has to be considered, and not what may 
have been said at the time of its enactment, 
whether the remarks were made by persons 
who voted for or against it. This is good 
common sense as well as good law. ' The man 
who signs a note as principal may avoid pay- 
ment, in which case thecreditor will fall back 
on the indorser, but the first signer cannot al- 
lege in excuse that the indorser originally in- 
tended to pay the note, unless some statement 
to that effect appears on the document. The 
representation by the original debtor that the 
indorsement of his paper would benefit the 
indorser by bringing him additional business 
has no legal bearing on the validity of the 
claim, especially when it results ‘that the 
promised advantage did not accrue, or wus 
much lessin amount than promised by the 
party making the promise. 

The acts authorizing a national guarantee 
for the payment of Pacific railroad indebted- 
ness do not contain a single sentence or 
syllable that can be construed into a hint that 
the government intended to remit the obliga- 
tion and pay the debts or any partof them 
without reimbursement by the companies. 
But the legislation did provide for land grants 
sufficient to meet the whole cost of construc- 
tion and under it the men who engineered the 
movement were able to sectire to themselves 
the stock of the corporations without paying 
for it onedollar over and above the 2 per 
cent originally subscribed by themselves for 
the purpose of organizing the movement. They 
took many millions of dollars out of the con. 
cern and retained the money for their own bene- 
fit and that of their heirs. In common honesty, 
if not in law, that money belongs to the pub- 
lic which guaranteed the payment of the 
bonds that could have been provided for by 
the companies under proper management. 
The Boatner resolution asks that the matter 
be investigated and that the persons who now 
claim to own this money be prosecuted. It 
does not ask that the property shall be con- 
fiscated from them without due process of 
law, by which the improper abstraction of 
funds would be fully proved, It does not 
ask, as alleged by the Council Bluffs paper, 
that these folks shall be hampered in their 
efforts to develop the country and contribute 
to the national prosperity. Nor is _ it 
true, as charged by the paper, that for 
a period extending over many years 
Tae Tripsuns has antagonized the Un- 
ion Pacific railway. The only antagonism 
has been to gross mismanagement of the prop- 
erty, by which individual interests were 
sought to be subserved at the expense of the 
people. There is no wish or intention to 
‘* nersecute the survivors of that remarkable 
band of men,”’ who chiefly were remarkable 
for appropriating ona gigantic scale what 
legitimately did not belong to them. On 
the contrary, it is desired that they or their 
heirs shall be allowed to retain what belongs 
to them, and give up the far greater propor- 
tion of their holdings to its rightful owners, 
the people of the United States, who guaran- 
teed the construction of the Pacific lines and 
thus far have footed the bills. 


TO MAINTAIN THE PARITY. 

President Cleveland. in his veto message, 
expressed his willingness that the so-called 
silver seigniorage now in the Treasury be 
coined into dollars, the intrinsic value of 
which is less than half the amount named on 
the face of the com, provided authority be 
given the Secretary of the Treasury to issue 
low interest'bonds when that step would be 
necessary to protect the gold reserve. He did 
not insist that bonds should be issued at any 
time when a sufficient gold reserve could be 
maintained without it. He took the ground 
that the proposed coinage is fraught with 
danger unless provision be made for meeting 
the anticipated pressure for gold, and he is 
well aware that the silver dollars now in circu- 
lation and locked up in the vaults of the Treas- 
ury are so numerous that it would be unsafe 
to make a great addition to the number unless 
the administration were empowered to borrow 
gold if needed to preserve the parity. 

In taking this position the President has 
drawn the line between the two classes of men 
who asked to have the seigniorage coined. 
The one is mistaken though honest in the sup- 
position that such coinage would not be a long 
step towards silver monometallism, under 
which the currency unit would be reduced to 
less than half its present value. The other is 
working directly towards that end and with 
malicious intent to force the country to a de- 
based currency unit, which shall be used for 
the purpose of defrauding all creditors out of 
more than half their just dues. The first 
class could not, and would not, object to the 
safety provision named by the President, 
since if the event proved that no important 
derangement of the currency was imminent 
because of the coinage proposed in the Bland 
bill no further issue of gold bonds would be 
required. In that case a stable money mar- 
ket would be the rule, while the deficit in the 
revenues was provided for by an iacrease of 
silver coinage and the retirement of/ the 
Treasury notes, with no further issue of Honds 
for the procurement of goid. Only in the 
event of their being mistaken would it be 
necessary to borrow gold, and if that necessity

be judged by the rule implied in the veto 
message, It is for them to say on which side 
of the line they will range themselves.

A DOLEFUL WAIL FROM WATTERSON. ~ 

A year ago last June Mr. Henry Watterson 
stood in the Democratic National convention 
and watched with exultation the expunging of 
those portions of the platform which seemed 
to squint towards protection and the substitu- 
tion for them of Larry Neai’s free trade 
declarations. He was ecstatic. He was al- 
most ready to say: *‘Lord, aow lettest thou 
thy servant depart in peace, for mine eyes 
have seen thy salvation.’’ He had seen at 
last his party planted fairly and squarely on a 
free trade Calhoun platform. It was a great 
victory and Mr. Watterson was justified in re- 
joicing. No one would have found fault with 
him had he bought a cannon and fired off in- 
numerable salutes. 

November came, and with it the election of 
a Democratic President and a Democratic 
House. The Democrats secured a majority 
in the Senate. Nothing stood in the’ way of 
the passage of a tariff law based on the prin- 
ciples of the platform and of Watterson. 
Probably the day after election Mr. Watter- 
son felt that his long struggle of years was at 
an end, that free trade was in the saddle and 
protection, high or low, was to become merely 
a matter of ancient history. 

The Democrats have been in control of the 
government since the 4th of last March. A 
Congress where they are in the majority has 
been in session for months, and now comes 
this bitter cry from the tortured heart of Wat- 
tersgon: 

It is safe to say that whatever act is finally 
passed will be infinitely more objectionable than 
was contemplated by the darkest forebod.ings of 
the friends of real reform; and yet, already, we 
hear it on every hand that, with this measure of 
Democratic stuitification—this finished product 
of ignorance, cowardice, and corruption—this 
iniquitous offspring of the blackmailing man- 
ufacturer and the political harlot-—the whole 


question must goto the rear, making way for 
other and more urgent and important issues! 


His wrath is so great that he cannot stop to 
pick out soft words any more than could 
Washington when he saw Lee throwing away 
victory at Monmouth, Mr. Watterson says 
the Democrats sent to Washington are “in- 
capables and rascals."”” They have “ partly 
through a lack of sense and courage, and 
partly through venality, given up -to monop- 
oly what was meant for the masses.”” They 
are coming home with “ the white feathers of 
the coward or the black plumes of the mer- 
cenary,” and their reward must be “ political 
damnation or death.” 

Mr. Watterson bids the Democratic voters 
accept no excuses from these “ incapables and 
rascals.”” **‘ The man who puts up a poor 
mouth and suys he did the best he couldis a 
fraud. The man who equivocates is either a 
mercenary or a delinquent, and liker both, 
with protectionist money in his pocket or 
protectionist promises in his ear.”’ Give the 
names, Mr. Watterson. Who are the rascals 
who must be turned out? Are thereany Iili- 
noisans among them? Do unmask these 
Democratic villains whose virtue could not 
resist a bribe. 

And finally Mr. Watterson “* wants to know, 
you know.”” He says thatif it is true that 
‘‘the people are slaves and vassals, and the 
Democratic party merely the sport of a few 
little lordlings who have managed to sneak 
into office on false pretenses,” the fact should 
be known. If such is the case—if the people 
are vassals and serfs and the Democratic party 
is run by sneaking lordlings then Mr. Watter- 
son will despair of the republic and believe in 
the unbounded and eternal supremacy of the 
devil, What better can he do then than ex- 
ecute the threat which Ethan Allen made and 
take to the mountains and wage war on 
mankind, planting his free trade banner on 
their loftiest peak and fighting beneath that 
standard against Democrats, Republicans, 
Populists, and Prohibitionists till the time 
comes for him to go to that other and better 
world where tariff discussions are unknown 
and Democrats are scarce, 
AN EXAMPLE FOR COL, BRECKINRIDGE. 

The defendant in the Pollard suit ought to 
read with shame and humiliation the record 
of the heroic resistance to woman’s wiles of 
Mr. Cook of Omaha, which contrasts so 
grandly with his own swift surrender when he 
was the victim of a feminine attack. With 
the story of Joseph and Potiphar’s wife the 
Congressman from Kentucky is no doubt 
familiar. He may have made that instance of 
virtue the theme of one of his religious ad- 
dresses. But while Joseph resisted one temp- 
tation Mr. Cook was tempted several times. 

An old maid was exceedingly anxious to bs- 
eome Mrs. Cook and to get a wealthy hus- 
band. She laid regular siege to him. There 
was nothing improper in her advances, She 
offered a love which was to be sanctified by 
matrimonial ties. Such attacks are of 
course difficult to resist, but Mr. Cook turned 
a deaf ear to her entreaties. He was ill and 
she was nursing him. While not givmg him 
medicine she was entreating him to wed her. 
Finally, afraid that he might be persuaded to 
make rash promises, he got out of the way of 
temptation by jumping through the window. 
But the spinster still pursued him, and on 
another occasion to escape her importunities 
he threw himself out of an attic window and 
fell thirty feet. He broxe four of his ribs 
and hurt his head. Joseph never jumped out 
of an attic window. 

It is evident that they rear men in Nebraska 
who can withstand a lawful iove, while a 
Kentuckian does not seem to resist an illicit 
one which it ought to be much easier to over- 
come. How much oetter it would have been 
for Col. Breckinridge if he had jumped from 
that fatal carriage and retreated to his hotel, 
aosveaene. samp ctte put himself under the 
protection proprietor. Even if he had 
broken an arm or a rib in escaping from Miss 
Pollard it would have been better than to 
break one of the commandments. Some sur- 
prise rnight have been excited at first by what 
would have seemed like a mad act, but after 
he had explained the circumstances what a 
hero he would have been in the popuiar esti- 
mation—a perfect bluegrass Joseph. He 
might have broken some of his oes he 
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might have died even, but te would have es- 

caped the court-room, the witoess-stand, and 

the cross-examination. - 
HENRY GEORGE ABSURDITIES. 

In his lecture delivered in this city a few days 
ago Henry George denied that the “ terrible 
business depression”’’ is caused by the new 
fiscal policy of the Democrats and laid the 
blame on “scarcity of employment.’ He 
alleged that this scarcity is caused by the high 
prices of farm land, which prevents thou- 
sands of unemployed men from leaving the 
cities and going on the farm. That is his cu- 
rious and absurd idea of the cause of hard 
times and scarcity of employment. His 
patent remedy for this is to tax the lands of 
the millions of farm owners so highly as to 
destroy all the selling value now attached to 
those lands. He would wipe out all prop- 
erty values in land. A farmer who owns 160 
acres worth $40 per acre, exclusive of 
improvements upon it, owns a capital of 
$6,400. He can sell the land and get that 
much money for it. George’s scheme is to wipe 
out that selling value and compel the owner 
to pay in taxesa full rental value. That is 
his specific for business depression and scar- 
city of employment. 

The idea is utter nonsense. In. the first 
place any of the now unemployed persons in 
the cities can obtain the use of land from its 
present owners on the same terms. Millions 
of farmers are ready and willing to rent all 
or a portion of their farms to tenants, and at 
low rates. There are said to be a million of 
men in the cities seeking employment, but 
not one of them wishes to work rented land, 
They do not desire to work land on shares 
or at a cash rental per acre, and there 
are not enough municipal police, State mili- 
tia, and Federal soldiers in the country to 
force that million of unemployed city fellows 
to go on the land, farm it, and pay thereon 
taxes equal to its rental value. Henry George 
himself has not sufficient personal influence 
to induce one unemployed town family to go 
to the country, take a piece of lana, and work 
on it hard enough to support its members and 
pay a full rent for ita use, If there are any 
such persons thousands of farms or parts of 
farms await their occupancy, their toil, and 
strenuous economy to earn the full land rent. 
There are none such, and the theory of the 
apostle of Georgeite reform falls to pieces of 
its own weight. It has not a single valid fact 
or condition to support it. 

The real cause of the business depression of 
several months past is simply a universal ap- 
prehension among employers of labor and 
capitalists as to the effect of the Democratic 
tariff on prices of all kinds. Itliesin a gen- 
eral belief that the Wilson bill will reduce the 
prices of all competing imported goods, there- 
by necessitating cheaper competing produc- 
tion in this country, which means lower wages 
and cheaper raw materials. The promise of 
the changes embodied in the Wilson bill in- 
duced a universal belief that all stocks of 
goodson hand at the time of its passage 
would have to be sold at lower prices 
than they cost. Hence a general determina- 
tion, based on the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion, to manufacture only limited quantities, 
and that at reduced wages for labor, till after 
the Democratic low tariff bill had gone into 
effect and employers and merchants could 
kaow just what prices goods of domestic 
manufacture will fetch under the new condi- 
tions. It is this that has induced employers 
to dispense with the services of more than a 
million of men who previously were fully em- 
bloyed at high wages. This is what has 
caused the scarcity of employment that is 
complained of by Henry George, and which 
cannot be cured by the application of his 
cranky theory to the problem. 

Of course, the mischief has been intensified 
by the expectation that the lower prices of 
merchandise would depress rents of houses, 
stores, and offices in the cities and villages. 
This, in turn, puta damper on the building 
trades and threw out of work many other 
thousands of toilers. Then a vast number of 
domestic servants lost their situations by rea- 
son of the business. depression, which foreed 
their employers to curtail expenses, and the 
reduction of business caused the dismissal of 
many thousands of railroad-employés. All 
this has sprung from the one common sources 
of evil, the agitation for a low tariff to upset 
the high protection policy that has prevailed 
jor more than a generation, and under which 
the people enjoyed a long season of unparal- 
leled prosperity. 

The fact that hundreds of millions of doi- 
lars are lying idle in the banks because they 
can find no remunerative employment in re. 
productive processes stamps as fallacious the 
theory of Henry George to explain the hard 
times. His solution explains no thing and his 
remedy would cure nothing. His lectures 
here and in other places show him to bea 
mere shallow thinker, a faith cure quack and 
charlatan, who would offera stone toa man 
who asks for bread, or a serpent to the poor 
fellow who wants a fish. Furthermore, he 
never has attempted to explain how the five 
or six millions of stalwart men owning farms 
in the United States are to be dispossessed of 
the selling value of their land in 
order that his bogus remedy may be 
administered. He does not teil how 
they are to be made State tenants of their own 
farms and compeiled to pay to the officehold. 
ing taxeaters the full rental value of the lands 
they have purchased outright from the former 
owners. He does not show how the single tax 
cranks could pass and enforce laws confis- 
eating and destroying titles to many billion 
dollars’ worth of real estate, to say nothing 
of the improvements thereon. Nor is he like. 
ly to gain favor with the silver cranks by his 
claim that there is a scarcity of money on the 
part of those who want to buy because 
** there is diminution in its purchasing power.”’ 
Yet this last quoted remark of his may be 
commended to the Populists and free-silver 
men as a suggestion of the misery that would 
follow the adoption of their fool schemes for 
making people rich by diminishing the value 
of their currency. 
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A CURE FOR SHAM LUNACY. 

A few days ago the murderer Prendergaat, 
thinking some violent demonstrations mig 
help him in the new trial which has been 
granted him, shoved a broom-handle through 
the grating of his cell into the face of a ‘jail 
officer and came near putting out one of his 
eyes. Without stopping to impanel a jury to 
determine whether Prendergast’s act was that 
of a lunatic or of a sane person the jaiier had 
him removed to the dungeon of the jail, a 
dreary apartment where the light is poor and 
the sleeping accommodations not the best. 

Forty-eight hours’ residence in those un- 
comfortable quarters was enough for Pren.- 
dergast. He had not expected that his dis- 
play of frenzy and his wild use of a broom. 
handle would have such disagreeable conse- 
quences. He made up his mind that it would 
not pay to be crazy after that fashion any 
more. So he sent for the jailer and asked to 
be allowed to return to his cell. He apolo- 
gized for what he had done and promised not 
to repeat the offense. He has kept his word. 
His alleged lunacy will not manifest itself 
hereafter by viola tions of the jail regulations. 
Two days’ imprisonment in the dungeon has 
cured him utterly. Had he been encouraged 
in his demonstrations and had some learned 


doctors been asked in to see him while he was 
eae et 
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firmly and sadly that it was a case of hope- 
less mania. ~ 

It is unfortunate that the peat of treat. 
ment adopted by the intelligent officers on 
duty at the jail was not adopted before. If 
when Prendergast first began breaking loose 
in the court-room he had been told to behave 
himself, and if, when he refused to obey, he 
had been locked up at night in the dungeon 
one lesson would have been sufficient. He 
would have seen that shamming did not pay. 
He has intelligence enough to know right 
from wrong and to do what is right. when he 
knows he will suffer if he does not. A man 
who is sane enough to appreciate the fact that 
he must obey jail regulations was sane enough 
last October to know that he was doing wreng 
when he shot Mayor Harrison. 

It isa remarkable fact that Prendergast’s 
frenzy has not moved him to attack his own 
attorneys or frisnds in the court-room or out 
of it. His homicidal tendencies have always 
been directed against his jailers and prose- 
cutors or those in ceqery with the prosecu- 
tion. 


Tux position of Speaker of the House is 
far superior to that of Senator. The Speaker 
comes next to the President in power. A lazy 
man would prefer the Senate, an ambitious 
one the Speakersbip, if reasonably sure that 
he could retdin it, That is not the case with 
Mr. Crisp, who has just been offered a seat 
in the Senate by the Governor of Georgia, 
and whu, were heto accept the offer, could be 
reélected without difficulty. The next House 
will be a Republican one. Noone seems to 
question that Mr. Reed will be ‘the Speaker 
and not Mr. Crisp. While the latter can be 
returned to the House yet he may not care to 
go back to be the leader of the opposition. 
The temptation must be strong for Mr. Crisp 
to accept this offer of a transfer to the digni- 
fied ease of the Senate, but it is intimated in 
the dispatches that he may refuse for the sake 
of his party, which will find it hard to replace 
him. Speakers are born, not made. Out of 
a hundred men two or three may be qualified 
by nature after they have had the proper 
training to preside over the Huuse of Repre- 
sentatives. The rest are sticks. The Speaker 
should not only bea good parliamentarian so 
as to be a good presiding officer, but as he is 
the real leader of his party in the House he 
should be a man with the ability to fill that 
position satisfactorily. There are many old 
Democratic members in the House, several of 
whom would like to be Mr. Crisp’s successor, 
but there is not one of them who has shown 
that he has the necessary qualifications, espe- 
cially at a time like this when the Democracy 
is so very far from being a unit. Mr. Crisp’s 
departure would be followed by a wrangle 
over the filling of the vacancy and by the elec- 
tion of some one who might be so poor a 
Speaker as toget the Democratic majority 
into numerous scrapes. The pressure brought 
to bear on Mr. Crisp to stay where he is will 
be strong. and *o will be the temptation to 
getaway from the House into the Senate,

Cold Weather Checks Movements of 
Stapies in the Northwest and South. 
New Yorx, March 30.—In its review of the 
state of trade Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say : 
The features of the business week include 
evidences of increasing volumes of trade at 
Eastern cities which are offset by checks to 
the movement of staple merchandise at other 
Centers, owing to storms ahd cold weather 
and by damage to crops caused by the unus- 
ually low temperature northwest and south. 
All Western cities note the unfavorable 
influence of recent cold weather. 
Except in drug business at Detroit 
trade is said to be foir, and at Louisville job- 
bers in dry goods and hardware say thedemand 
as increased, as in buildimg materials also. 
There ia a smalier volume of trade in most 
r Chicag tion being among 
ealers in pig-iron where the demand exceeds 
expectations. A similar report is made by St. 
uis deaters in crude iron and by jobbers in 
dry goods, millinery, hats, hardware, and 
shoes. Kansas City fruit and produce men 
are said to be discouraged at reports of kill- 
ing frosts. At Omaha business is less active 
than a week ago, although buyers in many in- 
6tances are disposed to make larger purchases. 
At Milwaukee, St. Paui, Minneapolis, and 
Dulath the feature in trade circles has been 
the temporary check to business due to un- 
seasonabie cold weather. Portland, Ore., re- 
ports that business is improving slowly, while 
at San Francisco the movement >f staples is 
sluggish ; wheat there is less active for export, 
the feature being the speculative dealings in 
the May options.”

Secretary Thompson was asked if any busi- 
ness of public interest was transacted py the 
Board of Directors, and he replied in the 
negative, saying that only routine matters 
were considered, Other gentlemen promi- 
nently connected with theeompany reiterated 
the statement that the sudden transforma- 
tion of the Board of Directors was due 
merely to a business formality, and 
that the change does not portend any 
radical alteration of the management, 
For instance, it is now ascertained that Hunt- 
ington, Crocker, and Searles have been selling 
ifm stock, and at the present mo- 

ment they hol only a few shares of those 
securitiés. The\Stanford astate probably 
holds more Centra& Pacific stock than all the 
other origi i ts combined. The fact 
that the Huntington-Vrocker-Searles interest 
have sold out their stack and have left Mrs. 
Stanford to “hold tht sack,”’ so to speak, 
may to a great extent jexplain that woman's 
dissatisfaction that is/ alleged to have been 
manifested on more/than one occasion. If

WOMEN NOVELISTS MEAN. 


The Increasing Number of Writers and the 
Character of the Subjects Which They 
Choose to Exploit Point to but One 
gr 4 


The Revolt of the Daughters Another 
Part of the Same Movement. 

Another woman novelist, and an English- 
woman at that! The latest is Mrs. Manning- 
ton Caffyn, author of “A Yellow Aster,” 
which was reviewed in Tue Trisuysz of last 


Sunday. 

What, will the line stretch out to the crack of 
doom? ; 

One quotes only a single line from Mac- 
beth’s speech when he beheld the ghostly royal 
parade, because one shares his amazement 
but not his consternation. Itis a remarkable 
coincidence that three or four prominent 
novelists should burst on the world’s vision 
at almost the same moment; it is remarkable 
that they should be women; and, finally, it is 
most remarkable that they should be all 
Englishwomen., There is something strange 
in this ** if philosophy could find it out.”’ 

The spirit of George Eliot shoaid not be 
lonely now. One does not mean to say that 
the best of the recent female writers has 
reached her high plano in fiction; but her 
brave spirit shculd feel some warmth of syim- 
pathy in that chill altitude which she was the 
first to explore. She was the pioneer in the 
regions toward which they rise in flocks, 

And here the thought suggests itself, Is 
the art of fiction the least exacting of the 
arts? . Does she reward frankness more 
prodig#ily than any other quality in her 
female votaries? Art in general is a 6e- 
vere mistress. Why is she so indulgent just 
at present to the novices at her shrine? 
We know the lesson which George Eliot's 
Gwendolen received from the professor when 


He complied, and it was uo royal 
path he described, No woman (or for that 
matter no man) can be great in painting, in 
singing, in acting, in any art, without great 
gifts which are developed with incessant 
labor. Can it be that novel-writing has sud- 
denly become easy; that it lavishes 1ts laurels 
on any woman who comes forward and un- 
packs her heart of words before the multi- 
tude? Or are the readers of two nations mis- 
taking for fame the notoriety that is being 
earned by certain women who, veiled in anon- 
ymity, instantly reveal their faces when the 
plaudits of the crowd assure them of at least 
temporary recognition? ‘heir success would 
be a paradox if the time did not give it proof. 

It is not four years since Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward aroused the religious thought of the 
English-speaking world with ** Robert Els- 
mere,’ a book which, according to Henry 
Jaines, was not merely an extraordinarily 
successful novel, but was, **as reflected in 
contemporary conversation, a momentous 
public event.’’ He also said: 

An observer of manners, called upon to name 
today the two things that make it most complete- 
ly different from yesterday (by which I Mean a 
tolerably recent past), might easily be con- 
ceived- to mention in the first place the im- 
mensely greater conspicuity of the novel, and in 
the second the immensely greater conspicuity of 
the attitude of women. He might perhaps be 


supposed even\to go on to add that the attitude 
of women is the novel in Eogland and America, 
and that these signs of e times have therefore 


a practical unity. 

If this were true when Mr. James wrote it 
in 1801 what shall be said today when Mrs. 
Humphry Ward has: been reinforced by at 
least three prominent Englishwomen, each 
brandishing aloft a novel with 4 purpose? 
They come not like Arthur’s knight$ of old, with 
pens poised te redress the wrongs of their 
own sex; rather do they come prancing forth 
like literary Godivas to take some tax away 
from their sisters and build themselves “an 
everlasting name.”’ Mme. Sarah Grand 
in * The Heavenly Twins” shows 
up the depravity of the male. animal. 
Mrs. Clermont (for that is said to be the name 
of George Egerton, author of * Keynotes’’) 
came outina book of short stories, which 
was a protest against everything hypocritical 
and even conventional in modern woman- 
hood ; it was an assertion of woman’s individ- 
uality and independence. There was some- 
thing shocking in the frankness of Mrs. Cler- 
mont, She took her pessimistic tune from 
the Norse writers, who are nothing if not out- 
spoken in their criticisms of liye, and she 
brushed away at one angry sweep the Amelia 
Sedieys and Agnes Wakefields. which had 
been heretofore the ideals in fiction of her 
countrymen. 

Not so positive as the other women novel- 
ists, but worthy of mention in this connection, 
is Beatrice Harraden, who in “ Ships That 
Pass in the Night”? upheld in the skeptical 
darkness of the end of the century the torch 
of woman’s sympathy. The lesson of her 
book lies in the words which the heroine ad- 
dressed to the Disagreeable Man: ‘* Because 
you are hopeless it does not follow you should 
try to make others hopeless too. You have 
drunk deep of the cup of poison; to hand the 
cup on to others is the part of a coward,”’ 
* Ships That Pass in the Night’ was not a 
deeply interesting story, but its tender wom- 
anly sympathy against the dark background 
of pessimigm and pain was as welcome as the 
lighthouse beacon to the shipwrecked. 

Lastly comes Mrs. Mannington Caffyn, 
whose work, as Miss Gilder pointed out in 
THe Trisune of last Sunday, is- a protest 
against loveless marriages. She first took 
the name of Iota, but revealed her identity 
when the success of her book was apparent. 
She is an Irish woman, her home being 
situated between Counties Tipperary and Kil- 
kenny. After her marriage she spent many 
years in Australia, where ** A Yellow Aster ”’ 
was written, although it bears no im- 
press whatever of Australian life, or 
even scenery.

Sarah Grand is blessed with strong 
lung power and she is in the thickest of the 
fray. She has perpetrated vulgarities which 
will condemn her books when criticism be- 
comes.cool enough to point them out. But 
Mme, Grand has humor even if she has bad 
taste, and she mirrors much that is amusing 
in the women’s battle that Fre@oing on around 
her. Take for instance hér book of short 
stories, ‘* Our Manifold Nature”’ (D. Appleton 
&Co.), andturn to che story cailed ‘* The 
Yellow Leaf.”’ Do pot begin with 
‘“Eugenia,’’ for despite the good purpose 
of the tale—to encourage heiresses to 
snub worn-out’ aristocratic debauchés— 
the moral is pointed with a clumsy and 
plebeian hand. The heroine in snubbing 
Lord Brinkhamton, and especially in re- 
proaching Him with partaking of wines when 
he was her guest, shows an ill-breeding which 
no Englishwoman in her station would dis- 
play—an ill-breeding, therefore, which the 
reader must attribute to the author herself, 
Mme, Sarah Grand. Heartless and manner- 
less as Eugenia is, she will not, one hopes, be 
the type of woman who wil! be the outcome 
of the present struggle for woman’s rights; if 
she is to be the type well may Saxon Wake, 
like Tennyson’s hero, exclaim: 

Go teach the orphan boy to read, 
And teach the orphan girl to sew, 

Pray heaven for a human heart, 
And let a foolish yegyan gO. 

But if Sarah*Grand’s taste fails her at times 
one must say that her sense of humor is~—vig- 
orous. Read “The Yellow Leaf,’’ which the 
author says is a transcript from life, and see 
how finely are drawn *“ the sweet feather bed 
sort of woman’ and the impulsive, brainy, 
and outspoken creature who is afraid rceither 
of emotions nor ideas. Mme, Grand hates 
the ** womanly woman’”’ who is softly treach- 
erous: she likes her‘ girls in the rough ore, 
even if they have mannish tastes.

“The Yellow * should cer nly be 
read by all who caa enjoy the dissecting of 
contrasted female characters by a clever 
woman; and its good humor will prepare 
them to turn to the English magazines and 
find out in plain prose the questions that are 
agitating the women of Great Britain. 

There has been going on in the Nineteenth 
Century a controversy which has been deco- 
rated with the sounding title of ‘The Revolt 
of the Daughters.” The revolt is now prac- 
tically ended; the girls have come out with 
flying colors, and one expects to find in a 
coming number of the magazine their 
“ Prociamation of Independence to t 
World.” What the young women have been 
praying for and arguing for are “ rights” 
which were long ago conceded to American 
girls—rights which American girls asserted 
and maintained by the force of circumstances, 
especially by the absence of caste. Of course, 
where caste tries to establish itself in this 
country—in the aristocracy of shekels, for in- 
stunce—the customs of European aristocracies 
are imitated, especially the restrictions on 
young women now complained of by the girls 
of England. But asa general rule American 
giris, sceure in the rights their English sisters 
are striving for, will sympathize with them in 
their efforts.

M. E. Haweis writes in a stronger strain: 

An English girl traveling without her mother 
or old friend may safe, but she is looked at a 
little askance by well-bred people, as | have con- 
stantly noticed. Why? Because it is assumed 
that, having had the usual English education, 
she is either not fit to take entire charge of her- 
self, or—it is too late to matter. An American 
girl traveling alone is not looked at askance; 
people may not quite know why, but they recog- 
nize the custom of the country. The truth is, in 
America, where education, like most other 
things, is ahead of us, girls are capable of taking 
care of themselves, and they habitually do so 
take care. 

The insistence laid by the English mother 
on chaperoning will not be understood at all 
by the average American girl. She will get 
an understanding, however, if she will read 
Mme. Grand’s description in “A Yellow 
Leaf’’ of the author’s experience when she 
undertook for the first time a short railroad 
journey unaccompanied by a chaperon. It is 
to be remembered that if the girls of America 
are different from the girls of Engiand in the 
matter of chaperonage, there is also a differ- 
ence between the nen of the two natiozs. 
Thereis a striking difference between the lower 
classes of different countries. An wunpro- 
tected woman of any class is the legitimate 
prey of a Latin gentleman; such a woman is 
also the prey of an English rough; but an un- 
protected woman in America will find cham- 
pions in nine out of ten of the lowest ruffians 
that at night infest our streets. The further 
West one goes the freer and safer are women; 
the further East, the more confined and the 
more threatened. 

But this matter of chaperonage is only one 
of the restrictions which the young women of 
England wish to rid themselves of. They are 
being educated. England has her Girton 
College, as America has Vasear, and they wish 
to make use of their education. They object 
to being made wall flowers in the ball-rooin 
of life. They wish to fuifill their own ambi- 
tions, to live out ‘their own lives, to dispose of 


‘themselves in marriage according to the laws 


of natural selection, and not according to the 
pecuniary and social interests of their re- 
spective families. Hear another of their rep- 
resegtatives in the same magazine, Miss Pear- 
sall Smith: 

The revolt of the daughter is not, if I under- 
stand it, a revolt against any merely surface con- 
ventionalities, that are after all of not much ac- 
count’ one way or another, but. it is a revolt 
against a bondage that enslaves her whole life. 
In the past she has belonged to other people, now 
she demands to belong to herself. . the past 
other people huve decided her duties for her, 
now she asks that she may decide them for her- 
self. Sheasks simply and only for freedom to 
make out of her own life the highest that can be 
made, and to develop her own individuality as 
seems to her the wisest and the best. 

The young women of England know their 
rights and are asserting them—not through 
the ballot, which is not yet theirs, but through 
the novels of the nations—novels which they 
have captured like so many cannon from the 
sleepy gunners and are: now turning on 
enemy. In the light 0f these events look at 
the books that are pouring out from the ranks 
of English women authors. Whatis “A Su- 
perfluous Woman.”’ a terrible story in certain 
respects, but a scathing arraignment 
of unnatural . marriages enforced by 
society? And why do two En- 
glish-speaking nations make a fuss 
over the latest of all the sensational woman 
novels, *“*A Yellow Aster’? It is not be- 
cause the story is a remarkable work of art; 
it simply voices the protest of man- 
hood of Great Britain against loveless mar-
